JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates from Yokohama by this mail extend to the$18th Sept., 
but by San Francisco we have advices to the 2nd Oct. The follow- 
ing telegraphic summary is from the New York Herald :— 

The steamer Colorado, from Hong Kong, September 21st, and 
Yokohama, October 2nd, has arrived here, and brings the following 
news :— 

The Korean Government has sent more threatening letters to 
Japan. Sailing vessels, conveyed by a Japanese man-of-war, 
have been sent to Korea for the purpose of bringing back all 
Japanese in the country, preparatory to further measures on the 
part of the Imperial Government. 

The Japanese Government has liberated the coolies brought (by 
the Peruvian vessel Maria Zuz, which was driven ashore in stress 
of weather, under the plea of ill-treatment to the coolies when on 








A Chinese mandarin had arrived to take charge of the liberated 
people, and they will be returned to China. 

In Yedo the mortality was excessive. The authorities had no- 
tified foreigners residing outside of foreign settlements to return 
at once, and the Japanese were forbidden to lease premises to 
them. 

The new paper money made in Berlin has been already counter- 
feited.

TIENTSIN. 


The waters in the east and west plains are still rising, and it 
was expected that the same condition of things as regards flooded 
country would prevail this autumn and winter as were witnessed 
last year. Two British, one French, one Russian, and one Ame- 
rican gunboats will be stationed off the Settlement during the 
winter ; so the foreign residents will have ample protection in 
the way of a naval force, should any disturbances unfortunately 
arise through dearth of food amongst the Chinese population. 
The territorial authorities have not taken any measures for the 
ee of rice or grain for the alleviation of the coming winter’s 

earth of food among the poorer classes. The crops of millet 
have been entirely destroyed by the inundations, and owing to 
two continuous years’ floods the means of @ great mags of the 
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population have been reduced to the lowest ebb, so that there 
‘wag no doubt that Government aid will be required to meet the 
dearth of food, which will exist to a great extent and with much 
severity during the coming winter. . we 

On the 8th Sept. General Viangally, the Russian Minister, 
and Herr Aunecke. the German Minister, arrived at Tientsin 
from Chefoo. On the 9th they called on fd Hung-Ohaag}-artd 
immediately after that proceeded on to Péting by thé. north: 
river. Mr. Robert Hart, Inspector Generak: of Customs here, 
will also proceed on to Peking ; so when he reaches the capital 
all the chiefs of the different foreizn departments Will havo’ re- 
turned to their posts at tho mettopelih 

The import trade at Tientsia hag for some thofths bacit 
been in a very deplorable condition, which may be attributed 
principally to the heavy Lelin or Letseuen taxes which are levied 
on every article of foreign imports by Li Wung-chang, for the 
support of his southern legions. This action on his has 
driven away from the Tientsin market; over one-half of the 
Shanee inland traders. 





SHANGHAI. 
We have advices from this port to the 22nd Sept.; the French 
mail, from London August 2, arrived out on the 16th Sept. The 
following summary of news is from the Worth China Herald :— 


The junk sunk close to the Woosung Bar, by collision with the 
Araby Maid, has been entirelyremoved ; Mr. Henderson, the engi- 
neer, made endeavours to remove the junkas it lay, by getting divers 
to discharge the cargo—consisting of about forty tons of bones and 
miscellaneous articles—and then having chainsslung under the bows 
and stern, in order to tow it away. This plan, however, did not 
succeed, the junk having become imbedded firmly inthe mud. It 
was therefore resolved to blow up the wreck. Three torpedoes, 
each containing 50 lbs. of powder, were placed under it—at the 
bow, midships, and stern—and these were exploded one after the 
other. An agitated heaving of the water followed the dull thud 
beneath, a little smoke and some air bubbles came up, and then 
followed pieces of the wreck, which were shot into mid-air, 
while the mud displaced by the downward force of the explosion 
rose and spread in a circle extending to a radius of perhaps 100 
yards. The experiment was completely successful. 

The monthly gencral parade of the Volunteer corps passed off 
with every success. The corps was divided into defence and 
attack parties. The artillery, under Captain Dallas, Rangers under 
Captain Dunn, and the Rifle Companies, ‘commanded by Lieut. 
Pearson, Captain Cann, and Lieut. Tucker, assembled in front of the 
Custom-house, and having gone through tho usual preliminaries, 
marched down the Foochow Road, headed by the bands. When 
they arrived at the Parsee Cemetery, the gala march was 
suddenly broken by the rattle of musketry in front, and Captain 
Brewer, in command of the line, disposed the companies in safe 
positions, while the artillery unlimbered smartly and swept the 
Toad (with grape). The enemy retreated,and the advancing 
party resumed the march. The tactics subsequently consisted of 
advancing companies to fire on the enemy, which met the attack 
in the same form or by skirmishing. The programme was 
altogether well calculated to interest and to improve, combining 
as it did the pleasurable excitement of a sham fight with a 
valuable practical lesson in road warfare, The muster of all arms 
was about 140. 

Chen, the Mixed Court magistrate, is to proceed to Japan, to 
take part in the investigation of the case of the Maria Luz. 
Chen will, we understand, be accompanied by the Japanese 
Consul, and during his absence the Chehsien will carry on the 
business of the Mixed Court. The fact of Chen’s projected visit 
to Japan on such an errand, taken in connection with the mea- 
sures instituted by the Canton Viceroy, to prevent the kidnapping 
of coolies, or their being induced to go to Macao under falee 
pretences, shows that the Chinese authorities are becoming more 
alive to the evils of the traffic as it is at present carried on. 

The 17th Scptember, which was the 15th day of the 8th Chinese 
moon, was a partial holiday and grand chin-chin day among the 
natives, who observe it as a sort of harvest-moon feast. It is also 
one of the settling days of the year. 

The steamer (ret Novthern has left for Amoy, with Mr. Dreyer, 
manager of the Great Northern Telegraph Company, in order to 
carry out arrangements for the branch cable which is to connect 
that port with the main line. 

It is 1." s-d that the cotton crop round Shanghai will not 
turn out quite so well as was at one time anticipated, the heavy 
rains which *::--cled the seasonable showers that ushered in the 
autumn havin: beaten the tlower off before the bud had matured. 
The plants look if anything too luxuriant, while the bursting cot- 
ton pod apperrs sparse by comparison. 

A proclaination has just been issued by the Hai-fang-ting 
(Marine Masistrate). notifying that the bye-law forbidding Can- 
tonese and Fukienese living in the city will be strictly enforced. 

The autumn revratta is fixed for the 29th and 30th Oct., and as 
the races come off on the 3lst Oct. and Ist and 2nd Nov., the 
week in which they occur will be almost a complete holiday. 

Hankow has been visited with a terrible gale of wind from the 
north. The wares on the river may be well described by the 
usual and pardvnabie hyberbole, as “ waves running mountains 
high.” They were beating against the bund, as if bent on its 
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destruction, and it was found, indeed, when the storm passed, 
that it had been a good deal damaged in several places. Its 
restoration will probably deplete the full purse of the Municipal ~ 
Council. Three of the steamers in port were obliged to anchor 
on the Wuchang side. Rafts came down,'and, of course, were 
broken up when they came in contact with the hulks and chains 
which lie-above the bund. Damage was done to‘the buad of Teh 
Hing tfong, and also to the hulk at which U.S.N. steamers are 
thoored. Wo less than four junks were wrecked in that vicinity, 
but the lives of the ctews wére-all saved. A. number of boats’ 
Were alse smashed at the moutlt of thé Hal Mo loss of life is: 
teported, 

Tho following is‘ from the Cotrier :== 

A> Chiaaman has been brought before the Mixed Court, charged 
with the theft of a quantity of telegraph cable, cut from the 
Great Northern Telegraph Company’s lines. For the secoad time 
within a short space the Company found, in March last, that their 
connections were interrupted by the cutting away of a niece of 
cable, on this occasion of a length of a mileand ahalf. Thoy ap- 
pee to the police to discoverif possible the depredators, and some 

shermen were found with pieces of the cable in their possession ;, 
and about four montis since they were brought before the Court, 
but received punishment which must, for so grave an offence, be 
deemed wholly inadequate—a month’s cangue. In the present case 
the accused confessed that, while dredging in the Woosung, he grap- 
aap piece of cable, which, with the help of his wife, he got into 

is boat. Acting upon the advice of some cautious friend, how- 
ever, who told him its possession might involve him in trouble, he 
sunk it in the Soochow Creek, somewhere between the Gasworks 
and Stone Bridge. The locality was dragged by the police, and 
two coils of cable, containing about 100 yards, were found. The 
case was remanded for a fortnight, in order that the police may 
prosecute their inquiries. The weight of the cable and the quan- 
tity stolen are both evidence that a large number of men must 
have a share in the business. 

Early on the morning of the 21st Sept., theinhabitants, native 
and foreign, of Shanghai and its environs were startled by the 
occurrence of the unusual phenomenon of anearthquake. It 
appeared t> combine a vibratory and an oscillating motion, 
and caused beds, gasaliers and all similar objects to shake with a 
noise that startled and terrified those near them. It lasted from 
6 to 10 seconds. The direction was N. W.andS.E. We have 
not heard of any serious damage done. 

An advertisement of a special meeting of the rate-payers to be 
held on the 15th Oct. has appeared. The business which has led 
to the calling of the meeting is the recent proposal of the Bridge 
Company to transfer all their property and rights to the commu- 
nity for Tls. 60,000. 

“It is said that the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia will not visit 
Shanghai on his way north, but will go from Hong Kong direct 
to Japan, and thence to the Amoor; but he will probably look 
in upon us on his way south. 

The Avon is to leave for Hankow, and the Thistle for Chefoo, on 
the arrival of the next English mail, due on the 22nd Sept. The 
Cadmus will remain there for some considerable time, and it is. 
peward that the Jron Duke will revisit Shanghai about the end 
of October. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates by the French mail-extend to 28th Sept.; the outward 
mail of 1661 Aug. (French) arrived on the 27th. 

The following summary is from the China Mad :— 

The meeting of the Legislative Council took place on the 25th 
Sept. There were present :—H. E. the Governor, the Acting Chief 
Justice, Acting Colonial Secretary, Acting Attorney General, 
Acting Colonial Treasurer, Hon. P. Ryrie, Hon. H. Lowcock, Hon. 
J. Greig, Hon. W. 1. Alexander, and Hon. J. Whittall. 

Reverting to the question of water supply, H.E. said he had 
given the subject a very careful consideration, and had come toa 
determination which he should like to lay before the Council. He 
thought the best and cheapest plan for them to do now was to apply 
to England to send out a competent man, who would make a proper 
survey, draw up plans and give an estimate of the costs of the 
water supply. Anything else would be going from blunder to 
blunder. He thought the Colony should not begrudge tho pre- 
liminary expenses, since so much money had been spent on water 
works. If the Council concurred with him, it was necessary t¢ 
place the resolution on record. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were then read and signed. 
Mr. Ryrie said the unofficial members fully concurred with H.E.’s 
views. It was much better, when they were about to incur a large 
expenditure, that the best scientific-aid should be got and paid 
for, and it would not be got unless it was paid for. They should 
get a man and pay him a liberal sum, and he proposed that a com- 
petent man should be engaged to come out. He did not think it 
pele for him to do anything unless he came ott. The motion 

aving been seconded by Mr. Greig, was unanimously carried’ HE. 
observed that no new vote was necessary, as the expenses would 
come out of the 825,000 already voted. 

It is stated on good authority that the Viceroy of Canton has. 
failed in his object of building at arsenal or shipyard at Whampoa 
because the Cabinet is afraid of putting too-much power inte the 
hands of a Governor who is go far located from the Central Gow 
vernment, 
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Our Canton comespendest writes :—The Canton community 
bas been cast into gloom and sorrow by the sudden and unex-

1 at Whampoa. The deceased lady had been resident 
mauy years in China, and the news [of her death will be re- 
ceived with much sorrow by many friends at all the Treaty ports. 

The Canton Consulate was closed as a mark of respect, and the 
Viceroy placed one of his steamers at the service of the com- 
munity to convey to and from Whampoa, where the funeral was 
to take place, those who might wish to follow their friend to her 
last resting-place. All flags were half-mast high. 

The manufacturers of spurious Bass’ ale were brought up be- 
fore Mr. Mitchell. Inspector Grimes described how he acci- 
dentally came across this native brewery, wherein he found a 
large quantity of beer already bottled and ready to be sent to the 
auctioneers or for exportation. Searching the house the Inspector 
found among other things two bills, one from Messrs, Lambert, 
Atkinson and Co.,and the other from Messrs. MacEwen, both 
being for draught ale bought by this shop. As the master was 


still at large the magistrate remanded the case, to give the police | 


time to apprehend him. The defendants, who were only shopmen, 
were allowed bail in $300 each.

men-of-war in harbour at one o’clock. All the men-of-war in the 
port dressed ship, with the Russian standard at the main. 

The Ta Anlan being, we believe, the first Chinese Imperial 
boat built at the Foochow Arsenal, commanded and manned 
ugchout by Chinese that has been attached to the Kowloong 

Station, is a vessel of about 700 tons, and is a fourth-class ship in 
the ne wly-organised Chinese navy ; her engines are of 150-horse 
power nominal, but can be worked up to 230; her armament con- 
sists of 7 guns—4 French rifled guns throwing a 62 lb. shell ; 2 
other guns of a smaller calibre ; and a Krupp gun at the bow. 
Her usual rate of speed is 11 knots, but with sails a speed of 15 
knots, it is said, can be obtained. She is commanded by Captain 
Leboo, a native of Amoy, and has a cousplement of about 150 men, 
including forty marines. 

Several of the leading Chinese waited on his Excellency the 
Governor, but were received by the Acting Colonial Secretary 
and the Acting Registrar General, the Governor being otherwise 
engaged at the time. The deputation proposed to the Govern- 
ment to make a law against adulterers and adulteresses, especially 
the latter. They urge asa reason for the necessity of the enact- 
ment that Hong Kong has already acquired for itself a bad name 
for morality, from a Chinese point of view. So far as we can 
learn, the proposed measure tends rather to the protection of 
bigamous husbands, who choose to allot to themselves half a 
dozen or more wives each, than to the maintenance of morality. 

The Union Insurance Society have held their half-yearly meet- 
ing; Present, Messrs. T. Pyke (Chairman), 8.

$426,371, and carrying $250,000 to the Reserve Fund, the ba- 
lance was $176,371 ; odd prenaia earned since the end of June to 
the 16th instant $125,600, this would give $301,971 in hand to 
meet the losses since the 30th June, say $228,134. The balance 
this:-day as far as could be ascertained, wastherefore $73,836, and 
he very much doubted whether any of the other offices could 
show a more favourable report. 

The directors regret to say that the claims paid since the 30th 
June, 1872, and the further losses to date, as far as can be ascer- 
tained, are estimated at the unusually large sum of $228,135, 
which includes the estimated amount of claims pending per 
Hailoong and the known total losses per Parnassus, Astarte and 
Lahloo, making together $172,729. Binder these circumstances, 
the directors do not think it advisable to propose an interim 
dividend. 

The P. and O. steamer Delia, arrived 20th, is a side-wheel 
steamer, which has lately been employed on the home side, and 
is now going to remain on the China coast. 

The very handsome gift of seventy-four volumes has been 
lately presented to the City Hall Library by Mr. D. C. Tata. 
They include a Rees’ Encyclopsdia, Smollett’s History of Eng- 
land, and twenty-seven other volumes of Biography, History, &c. 
We trust that this liberal example will be followed.

. IMPORTAN? COOLIE PROCLAMATION. 
_ The following anti-coolie traffic proclamation has been recently 
issued by the Governor-General and Lieutenant-(overnor of 


Kwangtung :— 
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The Grand Sccretary of Man Wah Palace, Minister of War, 
and Governor-(icneral of the Two Kwang, Jui; Vice Minister of 
War, and Licutenant-Governor of Kwangtung, Chang, fully and 
sincerely proclaim the following for information. 

There are in the different departments of Kwangtuns vaga- 
bonds who decoy and kidnap people fr the purpose of sale to go 
to a foreign land, a thing commonly known as “ pig-selling.”” 

The simple-minded villagers, not knowing any better, frequently 
fall into the snares of their artful devices, having small regard for 
their person and consenting to go to a distance, little knowing, 
however, that when they go out to the ocean the wide expunse of 
the sea will be before them, and that they have to traverse a 
journey of many thousand Ji. ‘They will find that they are ; laced 
in a foreign land, where they are deprived of their liberty, and 
the chance of seeing the dearest and nearest relations is distant 
and uncertain, while their parents, wives and children receive no 
intelligence of them. Grief and sorrow present themselves in ten 
thousand ways, while day and night is spent in suspense and 
anxiety—all the miseries of separation fill their hearts. 

The “pigs” sold are mostly conveyed to Peru and other colo- 
nies of Portugal. The climate of these places is malignant, and 
it is extremely difficult to withstand it. The treatment from the 
natives, again, is very cruel, and thuse from China are ru:ilessly 


| made to perform all sorts of hard labour, without ceasing day 





and night. They are also subjected to oppression, beating and 
reviling, while their clothing and food are both insufficient, 
a situation far different from that of a labourer in China. ‘'hcre- 
fore, Chinamen arriving there die, some from illness resulting from 
the effects of the climate, and some from the insustainable nature 
of the ill-treatment. If some happen to survive, their lot is ex- 
traordinarily hard. Under those circumstances, you wish to come 
back but cannot, and it is then too late to retrace or repent. This 
state of things is indeed worthy of sympathy and compassion. 
You, people, born in the good land of China! why do you walk 
into pit-falls by going to a foreign land afar to undergo all these 
everlasting miseries ? You, kidnappers! Every line of business is 
open to you fora living, how can you bear to practice this cruel 
device ? to send fellow men into the doom of cages? Though you 
may succeed in kidnapping one man, yet the gain to you is not 
very great, and though a stupid nan from hisown folly voluntarily 
consents to emigrate, it is still your duty to dissuade him from 
goinz. How much greater (is your crime) when you 24d to your 
enticing deceit personal violence? Is this not an act devoid en- 
tirely of conscience? Supposing your brothers, sons and nephews 
are decoyed away by other people, could you help feeling prin in 
heart and affliction in head? Consider when in this worii there 
is the law of the sovereign, and in hell, there are the gho:ts and 
spirits! From a grain of covetcousness, you commit this great 
wickedness and crime! Though you may gain money, will you 
be able to enjoy it with peace and quietness? When orice your 
crime is full to the brim, do you think you cin escape punish- 
ment and destruction? In the stillncss of the night you ought 
to place your hand on your heart, and be quickencd to a sense of

You ought, moreover, io repent 
of your past misdeeds, each preserving in his own mind 
the dictates of conscience, never ray een 8 himself to decoy 
away simpe people or to sell them from hand to hind. All 
Macao fruit boats and passage boats of other placcs ouglit to obey 
the law, and not to carry “pigs” to Macao for the sake of lucre, 
thereby bringing upon themselves seizure of their boats and ap- 
prehension of their persons. The Governor-Ccneral and Lieut.- 
Governor have at heart the preservation of their subjects, so they 
have spoken with great firmness. If you people should still 
transgress, we have only to resort to instructing officials to make 
arrest cverywhere and to stretch the law to its extrem? penalty, 
without showing the least leniency. You ought to give consider- 
ation and nut look upon our words as the water of the rivers. All 
ought to obey with awe and transgress not. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 6th Oct. The outward P. and O. mail of 
6th Sept. arrived on the 5th Oct. 

The following summary is from the Straits Times :— 

The Legislative Council held meetings on the 26th Sept. and 
Ist and 3rd Oct. At the first meeting the Ports and Harbours 
Bill was passed, its final reading being proposed by one of the un- 
official members who had so strongly opposed one part of the 
measure. At the second meeting the Council concluded the con- 
sideration of the garrison report, and passed an important resolu- 
tion, declaring its conviction that the defence of Singapore should 
fall upon the Imperial Government and not upon the colony, & 
decision in which they will have the support of every taxpayer 
in the colony. The reasons urged by the Council are cogent ones, 
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but are scarcely set forth at sufficient length to carry conviction 
to those unacquainted with the nature of our trade and the geo- 
graphical pa of the place; and the assistance of Straits 

eople in England may be necessary to explain them fully to the 

cretary of State for the Colonies. At the same meeting a 
resolution was passed that the management of the pauper hos- 
pitals be taken over entirely by the Government, assisted by a 
committee of gentlemen of influence in the community, who will 
endeavour to raise funds by subscription in aid of the support of 
the institutions. There was no business of importance;transacted 
at the meeting on the 3rd. 

The great topic of interest has been the autumn races, which 
were run on three days. The weather has been all that could be 
desired, and the meeting a very successful one. All the principal 
prizes have fallen to two horses, which were ridden by the same 
rider, and did not run against each other. Several of the other 
horses did not turn out so well as was anticipated, and should we 
have a spring meeting, it will probably be contested by;a number 
of horscs entirely new to the course. 

After a long period of stagnation and several heavy failures, it 
is gratifying to be able to announce that mercantile business is 
again reviving, and confidence beginning to be restored. There 
is certainly an encouraging activity in the bazaar, and things 
generally wear a more healthy look than during the past two or 
three months. 

The arrivals of steamers via the Suez Canal have been the 
Gordon Castle on the 28th Sept., from London, Hector 30th from 
Liverpool, the Benmore 2nd Oct., from Marseilles, the Patroclus 
on the same day from Liverpool, and the Auguste Lefes on the 
4th from Bordeaux. The departures have been the Orchiz on the 
24th, Glenroy on the 26th Sept., and Priam for London on the 
4th and Zeviot for New York on the 5th Oct. 

During last weck no less than 813 dogs were killed in town, 
the proportion of males and females being nearly equal. The 
necessity that existed for thianing the number of dogs ‘in the 
town us shown by the fact that these 800 do not seem to be 
missed. 

We understand that the Rhio farms were sold at auction on 
the 27th and 28th September. The opium farm was let for the 
year 1873, for Java Rupees 14,415 per month, against a monthly 
rent of Java Rupees 26,120 for the present year. The spirit 
farm for 1873 brought Java Rupees 2,660 per month, against 
Rupees 3,410 the present year.

IMPORTS. 

TIENTSIN.—The advices continued to be most unsatisfactory. A 
further fall in the price of Cotton Goods had failed to induce large 
settlements, and the market had a strong downward bias. 

HaxKkow.—The improved demand for Grey Cottons recently noticed 
was of very short duration, and the market had again relapsed into 
-quietude. The approach of the Chinese autumn settling day had re- 
stricted the operations of the dealers, and when it had passed over there 
would duubtless be more doing. With the exception of Long Ells all 
-classes of Woollens were firm, though with but little business passing . 

CHINKIANG. --There was great stagnation in the Piece Goods market 
—English Drills being the only article readily saleable. There was 
-a moderate enquiry tor Scarlet Long Elis and Spanish Stripes, as also for 
‘Turkey Red Clotis of full weight. Malwa Opium showed signs of weak- 
ness In price—though the quoted value was unchanged. 

SHANGHAI.—Plain Cottons had been io somewhat better enquiry, 
but the business passing had not been large. The cash prices for all, 
save Drills, showed a decline, which had been the more readily submitted 
to by hu lders in order that they might secure the high sterling exchange 
tuling on England. Woollen Goods had received almost no notice. Grey 
Shirtings: 20,000 pieces 7lba. ut Tls. 1.85 to 1.68 ; 55,000 pieces 8}-Ibs. 
at Tls. 1.81 to 1.88; and a few 9 and 93 Ibs. a! Tle. 2.02 to 2.47, made 
up the sales, and the market closed quietly with no scarcity uf goods 
offering, White Shirtings: best 64 reed and ordinary 66 reed placed at 
Ti+. 2.10 and Tla, 2.00 respectively. T-Cloths: had been more freely 
dealt in ; but the desire to sell was strong, and the market was very 
irregular. Tls. 1.36 paid for 7-lbs., Dewhurst’s T; Tis. 1.52 to 1.53 for 
Mendel’g hand and branch, and Collie’s cnop dollar , Tis. 1.44 per piece ; 
and Tis. 17.0 to 1.80 for good to best ordinary chopsof 8lbs. Drills: 
Demand pr veiling sufficient to enable holders to command former rates ; 
Dutch, Tis, 3.00 to 3.08; English, Tls. 3.07 to 3.104. Jcans: Con- 
siderable transactions; inquiry freely met, however, and prices further 
declined; favorite English chops, Tls. 2.13 to 2.14; ordinary import, 
‘Tis, 2.10. Sheetings: Nothing done. Fancy Cottons: Gentian Shirt- 
ings and Turkey Reds had been the only articles tiuding buyers, the 
former at Tis. 2.40 to 3.55, the latter at Tis. 2.10. Woollens: Un- 
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usual quietness had pervaded the market, and very few transactions had 
been entered into; the value of every article wae nominally unchanged. 
Metals: There had been very little market for any one article. 

FoocHow.—The following sales had been reported :—500 pieces 7 Ibe. 
T-Cloths at $2.074; 300 pieces 8 Ibs. T-Cloths at $3.10; and 1,900 
Pieces 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings at $2.774 a $2.82}. 

HoncGKkona.—Business in Manufactured Goods during the fortnight 
had continued upon a most trivial scale. The small enquiry from the 
consuming districts, the dearness of money and the decline in Man- 
chester, had all tended to reduce transactions to the smallest possible 
extent. When any improvement was Ilkely to take place was very 
difficult to say; but as stocks generally in native hands were not exces- 
sive it was hoped thut no great reaction in values will occur at present. 

Canton.—Lead:—The transactions reported had been small, and 
values shewed a decline of fully 20 cents per picul for W.B. As no 
supplies had been received stocks were much as last given, with the ex- 
ception of the few settlements that had been effected. Quotations, 
Sales and Stocks ‘were as follows:—Common quality, $6.45 to 6.503 
W.B. quality, 6.65 to 6.70 ; Sales, 500 piculs ; Stocks, 1,800 piculs. 

Manixa.—During the fortnight there had been no great demand for 
goods. With the exception of light weights of Shirtings, Grey staples 
were in absolutely no demand, as the market was still labouring under 
the large parcels of damaged goods recently forced off. White goods 
were in quiet demand at about last rates. Coloured goods continued 
to improve in inquiry, but rates were still very irregular. Yarns were 
out of demand.

45-inch White Cumbrics: Sales to some 
extent of ordinary 15/168 at $32} to 324; medium kinds in less de- 
mand, stocks increased; low in small stock, but demand very limited.

Grey Yarn 40's 
very dull at $130 to 1324 ; 30’s scarce and wanted at $113 to 114; 18-

small sales; Dark Green held for $85 to 86. Woollens: Scarlet Lo 
Ells are without inquiry; Lastiogs, Blue wanted, Assorted coluurs an 
Black neglected ; Camlets, no transactions. Metals: fron firmly held. 
Nailrods sold for $4.10; Common Flat Bar nominally $3.70 to 3.75 ;

Hanxow.—Messra. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report is as follows: 
—We have to report a good business for the past fortnight at former 
prices, viz., Tls. 10§ to 21. At the corresponding time last year prices 
ranged from Tls. 94 to 17 for Teas in every respect quite equal, if not 
superior in quality. To make up our export to last year's total we still 
require about nine million pounds. Natives estimate the quantity bd 
country at the outside atj50,000 cheats, or say five million pounds. T 
is supposed to be the total quantity of leaf available, bat at current 
rates here and in Shanghai it is certain that tho quantity will be made 
as large as possible. We estimate total arrivals to date, exclusive of 
Ningchow, at 50,632,900 Ibs., against last year 53,630,800 lbs. Cus- 
toms export to 12th Sept. was 49,907,859 Ibs, ayainst 51,131,827 lbs., 
or, inclnding Ningchows, 55,020,566 lbe., against 54,485,351 Ibs. 

KIUKIANG.—No settlements had been made, but fair quantities of 
Congous and Greens had heen shipped to Shanghai on native account, 

SuHaneuat.—Black: A fairamoant of business had been transacted. 
The better Teas had been taken readily at a further advance of Tis. 1 to 
2 per picul ; common descriptions had not beea in much demand, and 
rates for them were rather weaker, though still much above latest tele- 
graphed London value. Prices had been irregular, but the average 
business was considered a worse one than the previous fortnight’s. Sup- 
plies had been fairly liberal for the time of year, and for the rest of 
the season they would doubtless be somewhat regulated by the demand 
for common Teas, the bulk of which was yet to arrive. Settlements for 
the fortnight, 22,500 chests; re-shipments on owners’ account, 384, 
Stock 24,000 Hohow, 1s.

6}d.; Oopack, 
1s.2}d. to 1s. 6d. Green: The departure of last English mail was 
followed by rather a lull iu this market, after which considerable activity 
was shown, resulting in settlements for the fortnight which were fally 
up to the averaye. Prices generally showed but little change in values, 
but fine Teenkai bad ruled easier, and a decline was noted of from Tis, 
1 to 2 on the rates current a few weeks ago. The prices puid had beea 
about as follows:—For Moyune fine to finest, Tls.

Foocaow.—Business in Congous had continued fairly active at pre- 
vious quotations during the week. Settlements had been 19,214 chests 
at Tls. 4) to 23, and at Tis. 30 for boxes; prices showed no alteration ; 


. arrivals, 17,550 chests, Souchongs: 1,788 chests taken at Tls.12 to 
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“97; arrivals, #00 chests. Oolongs: Owing to the firmness of Teamen 
the market had been very inactive, settlements only amounting to 
1,624 half-chests, at Tis. 184 to 273; arrivals, 4,900 half-chests. 
Scented Teas: 5,374 boxes settled at Tls.18 to 24}; arrivals, 5,000 
boxes. Scented Pekoes: No business transacted. 

Amoy.—Farther moderate transactions had taken place in Ooloongs 
and the settlements for the season thus far reported had been 157,854 
half-chesis. Prices had ruled at about former quotations, but the 
market closed weak as Teamen were anxious sellers. Current prices 
were—cargo grades $22.00; goods $24 at 25.00, and choice $54.00 per 
picul, and a further redaction was expected. The arrivals to date were 
169,581 half-chests, and the stock was 1),727 half-chests; supplies yet 
to come in being estimated at 40,000 half-chests. The Tamerlane had 
sailed, and the Anglo Saxon was on the berth for New York at £3 10s. 
per ton. The steamer Teviot had arrived from Shanghai, and would 
take about 200 tons of Tea for New York at £410, and the steamer 
Surprise was expected for tbe same destination. Advices from Formosa 
estimate the season’s supply of Ooloongs at 80,000 half-chests, against 
65,000 for last year, and the export to date to all countries is placed at 
1,620,000 lbs. 

CaNnTon.—Tea :—aA little more business has beep transacted than 
during the interval last reported upon, owing to a few holders being 
disposed to meet the views of buyers. Scented Capers had received 
the most attention, and two or three large parcels of well-made Teas, 
of good appearance but poor quality in the cup, had been purchased at 
rates a little below the lowest point of last year. The fourth crop 
musters shewed no improvement in quality, and well Scented Teas of 
elean leaf were very scarce. Scented Orange Pekoes bad been offering 
at lower prices, but the large quantity already shipped had deterred 
buyers. In other descriptions there was nothing of interest to note.

SILK. 

SHanoHar.—Mesers..Skeggs and Co.’s Circular says: Since our issue 
of the 7th Sept., the London mail of the 1st August has been received, 
and telegrams to 19th report Silk quiet, common unsaleable, chop 3rd 
20s. 6d., Red Peacocks, 25s. 6d.," discount 4 per cent. For the first 
week under review, business was on a moderate scale, but more activity 
has lately prevailed, and settlements for the fortnight reach about 2,500 
bales. Prices of chops and all good Silks shows adecline of Tis. 10 to 15, 
and on re-reels Tis. 20 to 25, but a higher Exchange makes the sterling 
cost only from 2d. to Od. per Ib. lower than current a month ago. 
Dealers towards the close are getting more anxious to sell, and would 
make further concessions if foreigners were willing to goon, the large 
quantities of Silk rejected, amongst which are some well-known chops, 
cacsing much anxiety to them ; holders of these rejected Silks are 
shipping them on their own account or in joint account with foreigners, 
ehiefly with a view to support the price of their particularchops. For 
the American market about 550 bales have been settled mostly re-reela 
of the best qualities, for which extreme quotations have been paid. 

CanTon.—Owing to the high rates of exchange and the unfavour- 
able reports from London, the Silk market has been very quiet, and 
there had been only 70 bales of new settlements since the departure of 
the French mail on 21st Sept., from Hongkong, by which mail 435 
Dales were shipped. Prices were quoted $5 to 10 lower, but more 
owing to the inferiority of the musters of the fourth crop left on the 
market than to any modification in the demands made by the country 
silkmen. The fourth crop was all in, and some 50 bales Kowkong of 
the filth crop had arrived ; they were inferior in colour and clcanliness 
to the first urrivals of the fourth crop but somewhat finer : the yield 
‘was estimated at 3,000 bales. Rereels were very quiet und a good deal 
of diversity of opinion seemed to prevail among the dealers, some 
being anxious to sell and others more inclined to hold their stocks, 
whiGi were generally of very poor quality.

THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

On the 1st inst. the Japanese Ambassadors brought their visit 
to Sheflield to a close, and proceeded, in company with Sir Harry 
Parkes and General Alexander, to Burton-on-‘lrent, for the pur- 
pose of viewing the brewing operations carried on in that busy 
town. As illustrating the newest and most improved establish- 
ments, the brewery of Messrs. Allsopp and Sons, which is close to 
the railway station, and covers nearly fifty acres of adjacent land, 
was selected, and the ambassadors were invited to enter a couple 
of open railway cars, seated in which they were conveyed by one 
of the firm’s private locomotive engines over the outlying works 
of the brewery, including the malt-houses, the barley and hop 
stores, the cooperage, &c. They then commenced an inspection 
of the interior of the brewery. The inspection being concluded, 
the various qualities of ale were tested in the good old English 
fashion, with “a crust of bread and cheese ;” and the opinion of 
the distinguished visitors was invited. Upon this knotty point 
the chief ambassador expressed himself in true British fashion, de- 
claring, through his interpreter, that he liked the strong beer best, 

* @D announcement which created general amusement, and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Allsopp begging his acceptance of a butt of the 
beer of his own selection. ‘he work of inspection occupied more 
than three hours, and the ambassadors, having expressed to Messrs, 
Allsopp their acknowledgments for the attention they had received 
left Burton by special train for Birmingham. { 

On their arrival at Birmingham the Ambassadors were received 
by the mayor, town clerk, and other local officials, with whom they 
proceeded tothe Queen’s Hotel. Next day (Saturday) they paid a 
visit to Coventry and Warwick. After visiting several of the 
celebrated manufactories in the city, the party proceeded to War- 
wick, where they were conducted through the Castle, and shown 
the State apartments, with their costly art treasures and articles 
of virtu, the celebrated Warwick vase, and the reputed armour 
of the redoubtable Gry. The distinguished visitors dined with 
the mayor at his private residence and returned to Birmingham 
in the evening. On Monday the members of the Japanese Em- 
bassy visited the Exchange, where an address was presented to 
them by the Chamber of Commerce. ‘There was a large attend- 
ance of members of the Chamber, and other prominent towns- 

men, including Mr. G. Dixon, M.P. (President of the Chamber), 
Mr. T. Lloyd (High Sheriff of Warwickshire), and the Mayor 

Alderman Sadler). Mr. C.S. Hawkes, the Chairman of the 

ouncil, read the address, and presented it to the Chief Ambassador. 

The address was bound in morocco, beautifully illuminated, and 
the covers were lined with bluc watered silk. Embossed in gold 
letters on the outside was the following :—‘* Address to their Ex- 
cellencies the Japanese Ambassadors by the President, Chairman, 
and Council of the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, 
1872.” On the fly-leaf was the following :—‘ To his Excellency 
Sionii Tomomi Iwakura, Ambassador Extraordinary of his Ma- 
jesty the Emperor of Japan, and to their Excellencies and 
Associate Ambassadors Kido, Okubo, Ito, Yamagutsi—G. Dixon, 
President ; C. S. Hawkes, Chairman ; Samuel Booth, Vice-Chair- 
en i H. J. Harding, Secretary.” The text of the address was 
as follows :— 


“ May it please your Excellencies,—The Council of the Birmingham 
Chamber cf Commerce have great pleasure in availing themselves of 
this opportunity to offer to your Excellencies a most cordial and re- 
spectful welcome to this town, and they desire to express the great 
satisfaction they derive from the presence of such distinguished repre-

sentatives of the flourishing Empire of Japan. This Council cannot 
but regard the visit of your Exc: llencies to this country as a gratifving 
proof of a desire on the part of the Sovereign and pecple of Japan to 
maintain and extend the relations of friendship and commerce which 
have happily been established hetween the two Empires, a desire which 
your Excellencies muy be assured is cordially reciprocated in this town, 
and by the people of this kingdom at large. The interests and objects 
of both nations, notwithstanding their wide geographical separation, 
are identical, and this Council are fully impressed with the conviction 
that a free and unrestricted intercourse, commercial and social, cannot 
fail to be productive of great mutual benefit by promoting the int: rehange 
of industrial ideas and progress, as well as o generous rivalry in the pure 
suits of peace, by exiending the application of science and art to the 
material wants of an advancing civilisation. Commerce has always 
been found a powerful means of attaining these ends, and of thus con- 
tributing largely to the happiness and well-being of nations; and 
highly appreciating, as we do, the declared purpose of your visit to this 
country, we would most respectfully invite the attention of your Excele 
lencics to the many proofs surrounding us of the great benefits to be 
derived from a liberal commercial policy, which, by removing anti- 
quated restraints from the operations of trade and unnecessary impedi- 
ments to individual liberty, has vastly increased the prusperity of this 
kingdom and its colonial dependencies. 

«Tn the progress which your Excellencies have already made through 
other manufacturing districts you doubtless have observed many inte- 
resting processes in which raw material is rapidly transformed by inge- 
nious scientific and mechanical appliances; but we venture to think 
that in no single district will you have found more numerous or varied 
examples where the hidden properties of nature are fully explored, de- 
veloped, and adapted to useful purposes than are to be found in this 
town and neighbourhood. We therefore trust that the impressions 
produced on your minds by your visit to Birmingham will be not only 
pleasing in themselves, but specially favourable to the national and 
enlighted objects your Excellencies have in view. In conclusion, we 
pray that his Majesty the Euperor of Japan may reigu many years to 
seea constantly increasing prosperity to his people, resulting from his 
wise and benevolent policy in holding out the hand of friendship to 
ourselves and the other nations of the world.” 


The Chief Ambassador rcad a reply in the Japanese language, 
which was translated by the interpreter as follows :— 

‘To the Honourable Council of the Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce. Gentlemen,—The cordial manner in which you havc welcomed 
us, as the Ambassadors of his Majesty the Emperor of Japan, is very 
gratifying, and we feel grateful for this reception, as well as for the 
very decided interest you have manifested in the welfare of our Empire. 
We have come under direction of our Sovereign on a mission of peace- 
ful inquiry, endeavouring to make ourselves more intimately acquainted 
with the people and institutions of the most enlightened nativ..s, ang 
intending to carry back what we can of the spirit which ehuU cucourage 
the sume progress amongst us. You represent a people with w..om we 
are pleased to be on terms of the most friendly character, aid you re- 
present at the same time an agency in the work of civilisation which is 
most highly valued by us. We hope henceforth to be bound more 
strongly by our mapy mutual interests, the chief of which is e.mmerce. 
Trusting that our visit may be of some interest to you, as we are certain 
it will be of profit to us, We aguin thank you very hearti!y for tiis cor- 
dial welcome.” 


The Ambassadors afterwards paid visits to several of the manu- 
facturing establishments of tLe town, and in the evening they 
were entertained at dinner by the Mayor. The next day, Tues- 
day, they made further progress with their inspection of the 
manufactories, after which a grand banquet was given in their 
honour by the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. Mr. 5S, C. 
Hawkes (the Chairman of the Council) occupied the chair, and 
there were a number of gucsts present. Lettcrs of apology were 
read from Lord Leigh (Lord Lieutenant of the County), Mr. G. 
Dixon, M.P., Mr. P. H. Muntz, M.P., Mr. Bromley-Davenport, 
M.P., and the Recorder of Birmingham (Mr. C, 8. Adams). 


In proposing the first toast, that of “The Qocen,” the Chairman 
said that he was fully persuaded that the illustrious gentlcncn whom 
they were entertaining that uight had already secn sufficient of our 
national characteristics to require no explanaticn why that teast always 
took precedence of all otheis. In the course of their travets they must 
have discerned, being close observers, that we respected and loved our 
Queen. ‘The Prince ond Princess of Wales and the other mcinbers of 
the Royal Family ” followed. 

The Chairman said it was his honour and privilese to propose the 
next toast, “ Our distincuishcd guests, their Excellencies the Japanese 
Ambassadors.” He said the gentlersen present would azree with him 
that no mission had ever approached the shores of this country of a 
more interesting character, or more thoroug! lv charged with a message 
of peace and gcodwill, for that En-bassy d:. . t come armed merely 
with the powcrs of subtle diplomacy, to adj.+' “nm old-standing dispute, 
or re-arrange a boundary line, or even to neps wate & one sided treaty of 
commerce. Their aim and object was cosmopolitur:—it was to observe 
and inspect our institutions, our industrial life, and the mission of their 
Excellencies was to introduce into their own country that which they 
found to be good, and, atthesametime, to warn theircountrymen of what- 
ever they found to be bad. And they might be quite sure that that 
function would be discharged with judgment and success when they 
were informed that the eminent personages who composed that Em- 
bassy were selected by their Sovereign by reason of their eminent abi- 
lities, experience, and accurate perception of the newly-found require- 
ments of their cciiniry. We have had Embassies here composed of 
their most distinguished nobles and statesmen. We have hail in our 
colleges and educational institut:ous their forms and lecture rooms. 
cecupi«é iz considerable numbers by the youth of Japan. Thosv young 
men would carry back to their own country not only a familiarity with 
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the language of Shakspere and Dryden, but somewhat of an acqvaint- 
ance with the political wisdum of a Peel, a Cubdeu, and a Gladstone ; 
and the great scientific achievements o! a Watt, a Stephenson, a Davy, 
and a Murchison, and who shou!d attcmpt to estimate the future effects 
on the prosperity of Japan and the othcr countries to the East and West? 
After some further remarks, in which he alluded to the desirability of 
co-operating with the Emperor of Japan and his Counei), who had in- 
auguraied a new era in their country, by extending the right hand of 
fellowship to the other nations, to rendcr thore relations beneficial to 
all, the chairman concluded by asking them to join with him in giving 
a hearty welcome to the Ambaeradors of Japan. The toast was drunk 
with full honours. The Chief AmLesrador responded in Japanese, which 
was translated by the interpreter, He eaid: Mr. Chairman and Gen- 
tlemen—In response to the toast which ha» just been proposed, permit 
me to thank you, beth for myself and my associates, for the cordial 
manner ip which we have been received by the city of Birmingham, 
and especially by this Chamber of Commerce. Oor visit has been one 
of much pleasure and profit, and we shall carry home most pleasant 
femembrances of the various objects of interest which we have had so 
kindly pointed out and explained to us. In the future, we trust to be- 
come more familiar with your aris and manufactures, and to be brought 
into more intimate acquaintance with the interests you reprezent. 


The Chairman proposed the next toast, “Our Diylomatic Represen- 
tatives Abroad,” coupled with the name of Sir Harry Parkes, K.C.B. 
Sir Harry Parkes, in responding, said that although the service he had 
the honour of belonging to was perhaps not brought before the public 
notice so much as the other great branches were, at the same time he 
hoped they would believe, though much of their labour was done 
quietly and apart from the public view, they did uot yield to any other 
brench in zeal and in the desire to acquit themselves conscientiously in 
their trust. He referred to the new regulation, by which the relations 
betwecn the diplomatic service and commerce would be more directly 
brought in contact—a regulation by which the secretaries of Embassies 
and Legations were engaged in drawing up annual commercial reports, 
which were submitted to the public, and which, he believed, well de- 
served the public scrutiny. Into one subject especially, the prices of 
labour and the purchasing power of money in foreign countries, the in- 
quiry bad been declared valuabie, aud the papers published were popu- 
larly known as the “ People’s Blue-beok.” In conclusion, he alluded 
to the presence of their illustrious guests, and he trusted they would 
continue to wish that the friendly relations now subsisting would increase, 
by which Birmingham and Japan would become better known to each 
other. As far as rested with him, he should continue to do all in his 
power to promote those interests, and his reward would be sufficient if 
. he remained in the same position in their good opinion which had just 
been expressed. (Applause.) 

The Chief Ambassador proposed the health of the Chairman of the 
- Chamberof Commerce, and again thanked the company for the generous 
reception which had been accorded him and his associates. The Chair- 
man responded, and the proceedings term mated. 


On Wednesday the Embassy and their suite visited Worcester. 
They were received at Shrubhill Station by Mr. H. Allsopp, 
Master of the Worcestershire Hunt, who accompanied them to 
Cotheridge Court, where the meet of the hunt took place. They 
afterwards paid a visit to the Royal Porcelain Works, from whence 
they returned to Birmingham. In the evening they proceeded to 
Chester, and they have since visited Northwich, on the invita- 
tion of the Salt Chamber of Commerce. ‘They were received by 
some of the leading members of the Chamber, and conducted to 
one of the salt mines, into which they descended. The mine was 
illuminated for the occasion, and after the party had examined 
its chief points of interest, the Ambassadors were presented with 
an address from the salt trade. 











Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBuRG, Nov. 2. 
€ Since my last letter several organs of the press at Berlin have 
noticed the impending revision and renewal of the Treaty between 
Germany and China, and unite in hoping that the Plenipotentiary in 
his negotiations with the Court of Peking will profit by the experience 
of other nations and avoid the errors into which they fell. In connec- 
tion with the line of policy to be pursued, are no doubt the inetructions 
given to Commodore Werner, in command of the German squadron 
now on its way to South America, aud whose ultimate destination is 
understood to be the Far East; but lenving that out of the question, and 
only with reference to the extension of the German trade and shipping, 
which now takes rank asthe third in those waters, a corresponding aug- 
mcotation of the naval forces appcars nothing more than natural, as 
England, France, and America hase corstantly from ten to fifteen ships- 


of-war in that part of the world—the first and second being represented | 


in 1870 by seventeen and twenty-one respectively—whilst for many 
years past the Germane have had but two emull corvettes for the pro- 
tection of their interests. It is expected that the squadron will be 
strengthened by being joined by the Arcona, now stationed in the West 
Indics, as well asthe Hertha and Medusa, at present in the waters of 
Eastern Asia. They wou!d thus be enabled to put in an appearance 
with, a comparatively imposing force of six ships-of-war, including an 
ironclad and three frigates. The intention of establishing a pern-anent 
naval station inthe Var East, the importance and even necessity for 
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is adverticed to start from this port on the 25th of November for Singa- 
pore and China. Hcr name is the Sylvia, and she is described as of 
1,800 tons. When the Company was formed inJune, 187], it cost some 
trouble to get together the comparatively small capital of $500,000, 
because all the aecounta received from the German merchants in the 
Far East concurred in believing that a regular line of steamers would 
never pay. But when, in February last, the special general meeting 
agreed to the proposal for augmenting the capital by an additional 
million the shares were rapidly taken up, and even more subscribed 
for than were needed, so that a reduction in the allotment had to be 
submitted to. In the meantime the steamers have been very lucky and 
earned large profits, and the company’s credit has become so firmly 
established that offers and propvusals have been made to them to open 
regula: lines from Hamburg to Liverpool, Leith, Harwich, Autwerp, 
Portugal, Spain, and the Mediterranean porte. That the directors 
should refuse to entertain any of these tempting offers and cultivate—for 
the present, at least—the Eastern trade exclusively, isa proof of their 
firm conviction that itis capable of a much larger development and 
extension, in the course of time. The Cou pany are now in possessian 
of four steamers—the Atlanta, Bellona, Olympia, and Sylria,—and 
contracts have been entercd into for building several more, which are 
in course of construction, and will be completed and placed on the line 
early in the spring, when it is proposed to increase the number of de- 
partures from a monthly to a fortnightly service. The shares of the 
Company command a premium of nine per cent. 

By decree of the King ot Denmark, dated Copenhagen, Oct. 18, the 
resignation of Herr G. J. Helland, hitherto Royal Danish Consul at 
Hong Kong, has been accepted.

The East India Budget was brought under discussion in the Second 
Chamber last week, and in the four days’ debate which ensued, the whole 
Colonial policy passed under review. Messrs. Nierstrasz, ’s Jacob, and 
van Houten had dreamed the most terrible dreams shout the future of 
Java and the finances of Holland. According to ilhcir opinion too 
much is already expended on behalf of our Earte:n Culonies, and the 
* gouse with the golden eggs”’ is being murdered. _|: is noticeable that 
Mr. san Houten, a Liberal, voted aguinst the Jevu turiff, ugainst the 
Contagious Diseases Bill, and ugainst this Budget. It must be 
difficult for a Government to hold the reins while such Liberals exist to 
oppose progress, I rgiet that two of the most in:portant proporals of 
the Minister were ncgatived, namely, that to prant a credit of one 
million for the construction of a harbonr at Butavia, and that which 
proposed the opening of eredit for works to be constructed at Batavia, 
to protect that town against inundations. The vote proposed with the 
same purpose for Samurang was, however, carried. The Minister has 
promised to further regulate the Heerediensten (personal services of 
the natives) ; but a revision of the Royal decree respecting the Agrarian 
Law is not promised. The preposal of the Minister to repay to the 
Trading Company the Joan of ten millions was approved of by 43 
against 2] votes. If the First Chamber, which will asseruble on the 
6th of Nuvember, also carries the Budget. then the Government will 
be totally free from its obl.gations tothe ‘Trading Company, when the 
new contract is made in 1874. The expedition to Deli waa of course 
a point about which information was usked. The Minister, however, 
was not able to say anything, as it wee only yesterday that the tele- 
graph brought the satisfactory news that the military expedition would 
be soon brought to an end, and the native chiefs, who huve been made 
prisoners, will be brought 10 Batavia. This news is ull the moressatis- 
factory because the mail, whicl arrived the same day, brought any- 
thing but favourable intelligence. Chapter I. of the Budeet was 
carried by 58 aguinst 5 votes, a larger majority than has been obtained 
for several years. The Second Chamber now stands prorogucd until 
the 18th of Novembir, when the ordinary Budget—the section reports 
upon which are published—will be brought forward. The election of 
a member for Amsterdam has not given a definitive result, and another 
election must take place between Messrs. Fabius and Jolles, 

Wanted a Reiorm Bill! as been the cry for years past of all parties, 
and egpecially of the Conscrvativer, who hoped to obtain a new lease of 
life by it, having failed in their negotiations for a union with the ortho= 
dox Protestants and the Ultramontanes. The Reform Bill was the last 
‘6 shot in the locker,” and they have now got it. Mr. Geertsema has 
laid his project belore the members of the Second Chamber. He pro- 
poses that in the country « minimum suin of f.20 paid in direct taxes 
should confer the right to vote. In the small towns—those of the 
second and third rank—the amount must be f.24 and f.32, whilst 
the happy inhabitants of Amsterdam, Rotterdam, and the Hague 
are not tv obtain the franchise under a taxation of f.50. Will this 
Bill do? und will the question be settled? Notwithstanding that 
much indifference prevails with regard to Parliamentary matters, 
it is, nevertheless, generally acknowledged that an increased franchise 
ought to infuse new bloud into the Second Chamber, which for some 
time past has done nothing but oppose every measure brought forward. 
The fuct is that the Reform question blocks the path of legislation, and 
Parliament cannot vet to work. General divcontent prevails at this 
sysicm of doing nothing except making speeches. The question now 
is: Will the desired change be brought about by thia Bill? 1 fear that

servedness of the hulders. Our Money Market is in anything but a 
favourable condition. The Rank has aguin raised its rate of discount, 
which is expected to be further increased next week. The weekly 
account of the Bank is very unsatisfactory. The official paper, De 
Staats Courant, publishes a Royal decree, by which a commision is 
appointed to examine the question whether it is desirable to re-introduce 
the gold coinage, which was abolished several yesrs ago. The general 
opinion is that this commission is in favour of the restoration of the 
golden standard. 

I sincerely regret to state that the efforts made to secure the necessary 
capital for the East India Dry Dock Company have been unsuccess!ul. 
Some hundreds of shares have been taken up, but not eufficient. The 
committee has, however, not yet given up its tark, and still hopes for 
ultimate success.

Corrzr.— A fair consumptive demand continucs to prevail at steady 
prices. The business done since my last has, however, mainly been

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisgon, Noy, 2, 

Since iny last letter until the present time nothing has occurred with 
reference to the discussion upon the legality of the decree for the con- 
vocation of the House of Peers for the trial of the Marquis d’Anjega, 
As I stated in the same letter, the Government obtained their end, the 
assembling of the Peers, i:dependently of the other House, which was re- 
solved upon by a mejority of twenty-seven voter, after a debate which 
lasted three days. Many of the members of the House, belonging to 
the party of Duke de Loule, withdrew from the Honse at the time the 
resolution was carricd. On the same day the resolution was transmitted 
to the Legislative Cominission and the day before yesterday the Com- 
mission presented its opinion, and it was announced by the President 
of the House that the first day for the constitution of the House as a 
tribunal would be Monday, the 4th inst. Some letters have been pub- 
lished, signed by members of the House, declaring that they will not 
take their seats, and, it is believed, that the vumber of Peers who at- 
tend will be very small. ‘The Murquis d Anjega has addressed a com=- 
munication to the Chamber, protesting against its being constituted as- 
a judicial tribunal. He pcints out the anomaly of the Chamber of 
Peers bcirg called upon to act as judge in an affair in which it stands 
in the position of accused. Viscount Curvalho has been selected to be 
the reporter of the trial. 

The press calls the attention of the Government to the subject of 
Surrate in India, The last mail brings advices that there is a privilege 
fur Portuguese gouds aud for goods belonging to the Portuguese, in 
Surrate, which ought to be maintained for both parties. This privilege 
wis not established by the English, but accepted by them when they 
took posscssion of Surrate. It scems, that the English have by 
degrees raised impediments to the importation and exportation of 
Portuguese goods under the former conditions, and that at last the 
English authorities of Bombay notiticd to the Portuguese Governor, that 
the privilege was entirely suspended till further notice. Our Govern- 
ment is now in treaty with reference to this affair with the English 
Government. 

Yesterday a statement of the revenue of the State during the financial 
year 1871-72; was published. The amvunt is £4,260,000. The ex- 
penditure is not yet known, but I hear on good authority that it is not 
more than £4,800,000. The Government papers say that the new 
Minister of Finance has, amongst other proposals, to prescnt to the 
Cortes, next January, ore to revise the Customs duties, by which the 
receipts are to be increased. The Budget for 1873-74 is already in the 
press, and as soon as it sppears ] will send you a summary of the pre- 
sent state of our finances. 

Rabagas, a play of Victorien Sardon’s, which has made great noise in 
France, and caused some disturbance in several theatres where it las been 
acted, has been preduced at the Donna Maria Thentre here. The house 
was extremely full during the first performance. The first act passed off 
without any display of feeling being manifested by the spectators. But 
when the monarchist principles began to be proclaimed with clogium, 
and the Republicans censured, signs of approval and dissent were 
noisily expressed from all points of the saloon, and at last it was foun 1 
necessary to call for the interference of the police to restore order. 
Subsequent pertormonces have passed off with greater quictude, and 
nothing serious has occurred.

Trevlsin Indo-China and the Chinese Empire. By Lovrs px 
Cary. London: Chapman and Hall.—This book is entitled to 
respectful sympathy, if for no better reason than that it is the 

osthumous werk of a son edited by his father. The work has, 

owever, other and more distinct claims to attention. There can 
be no doubt of the devuz fic of the young explorer ; and we are 
certainly not disposed to question in any material way the fidelity 
of the comments of the Ccouz:. The worst thing that can be 
sail of the book is that it is a little too French for our practical 
idcas. Here was avery noble young gentleman who wa- cut off 
at the age of twenty-seven in the endeavour to trace a certain 
line of communication. Everyone must regret his early death ; 
but we really cannot see our way to closing up a path of 
discovery in any part of the world, merely because we have 
it on record that some particular persons failed to trace 
it, cr surmount its obsticles. We have no hesitation in 
sayiny that if the present yoluiac is in existence a generation 
hence it will be quoted merely as one of those incentives which 
have cver contribute to excire the higher spirits of mankind to 
achieve what has been dreamed of by the ambitious, and re- 
flected on by the thoughtfil. without success in their own 
time. The route that M. De Carné traversed, or went in 
search of, will be discovered as surely as the world goes 
round. And no one will then deny the credit of the concep- 
tion which he enJeavoured to carry out. No one will then re- 
fuse Louis de Carné the talent to perceive the truth, which he 
has cxpressed in the last pages of his book, that “the 
remecy for the evil which cppresses France may be summed up 
in two plain words—emigration and colonisation.” But it is not 
by discouraging worthy followers in the path of De Carné thas 
such a remedy is to be brought xpout ; and we believe that fifty 
book:.. like the one before us woul! not have the effect of prevent- 
ing the trade of Saigon frum finding its cwn way. The volume is 
very readable, and pleasingly illustrated with a map and some 
Views. 

A caily contemporary. which is generally known to be “no- 
thing if not sensational,” has made short work of Cochin China 
in a paragraph which we rerruduce below. But, while we are 
quite willing to admit that there is no better authority for what- 
ever takes place between Fleet-street und the Guildhall it scarcely 
earrics equal weight on East-rn subjects.and we must confess that 
Weare not prepared to consider Cochin China as deprived of “ half 
its velue.” on the evidence of ‘a bovkseller’s version of the experi- 
ences ofan explorer who is allezed (after his death) to have failed 
to discover what he went in scarch of. It is unnecessary to expose 
the inconsistencies in the narra’ ive, which arecalculated to make our 
friends inSaigon despair of their beautiful province, if they were not 
too well assured by the material prosperity it has attained in the 
last c'even years. Kver since Saigon was acquired by France in 
1861 there have been continual evidences of the wonderful re- 
sources it contains and of the readiness of the surrounding tribes 
to assist the French in their development. Even if it should be 
true that the Mekon (not Mekong as our Fleet-street friend spells 
it) is an “ impass/ble” river—we presume that kere again there 
is a slight clerical crror, and that he means ‘ impass:ble ”— the 
woud; and tracts already made availible for commerce are suffi- 
cient to build upa settlement of }.rmauent and increasing import- 
ance. But we are by no meais ready to assume that the Mckon 
is impassable. We mean no sect cf imputation on the memory of 
M, de Carré, but we cannot put out of wind Dr. Jchnson’s remark 
that “for one wan to be unable to do a thing is no proof that it 
eani.t be done.” At this moment we should have had neither a 
Livinzstone nor a Stanley, if storics, far better authenticated 
than cur contemporary's, could have discouraged resolute men. 
The following is the paragraph referred to -—

It 
is ovr turn to find ont whether the :re:t streams which havc their em- 
bouchere at Bankok and Moulme:n vier any better chance of a back- 
way to the Yang-tse- Kiang,

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the Chinese. Its title is appropriate—The Chino-F 
Information Record, which is quite in Oriental style. The 
aim of the society is exceedingly , and the time for 
issuing such a publication opportune. The Chinese are beginning 
to inquire after European products connected with the arts, ma- 
chinery, &c., and we therefore wish the Society success in carry- 
ing out its benevolent objects. The committee in Peking solicit 
the co-operation of the friends of China, and desire to enrol new 
members. They have appointed Professor Summers, of King’s 
College, the honorary secretary for Great Britain. A few copies 
of the first number are at his disposal for members and subscribers. 
The magazine is published at six shillings per annum, but is sent 
free to members.

Bowra, Mr. H. E. Wodehouse, Mr. T. Watters, the Rev. J. Chalmers, 
and others. Perhaps, however, the most novel and amusing of 
the contents is the translation of “The Adventures of a Chinese 
Giant,” by a Gentleman, who will be generally recognised under 
the initials, “H. S.” 


Ocean Highways. By Clements Markham, Esq. George Philip 
and Son.—The November number of this magazine—which, by the 
is marvellously cheap at sixpence—contains some of the most 
interesting papers we have ever seen. We know of no publica- 
tion bringing so nicely to one’s notice all that pertains to geo- 
graphy and travel, and science generally. Amongst the contents 
for this month is, of course, a paper on the “San Juan Question,” 
with a map, which illustrates the position of the vexed little 
island and its bearings. There is also a capital exposé of the 
Livingstone dispute, with which we heartily sympathise. 


Tne Coffee Planter’s Munual. By Auex. Brown. London: Had- 
don and Co.—This is a brochure which cannot fail to be of interest to 
all connected with the trade of Ceylon, and of great value to any 
who may be about to embark in coffee planting operations, as it 
contains a complete description of the whole proceedings of the 
coffee planter, from the preliminary clearing of the jungle to 
the realisation of the first crop. The information supplied is 
thoroughly practical, and is evidently the result of much expe- 
rience of the subject treated on. 


The Edinburgh Review containsan excellentarticleon the Korea, 
giving a description of that country, including its religion, produc- 
tions,and government. Korea is now the most interesting spot inthe 
Far East, as having defeated both the Americans and French in 
attempts to force an opening. These engagements are of course 
detailed. Our own,as well as Russian, negotiations for treating 
with the country have also failed. The writer gives the invasion 
of the country by the Japanese in 1592, the introduction and ex- 
pulsion of the Jesuits. The reports of our Consuls in China, bear- 
ing on the country, as also of travellers, have been carefull 
studied and extracted. Articles in our own paper are also quoted, 
and the author has succeeded in furnishing the most comprehen- 
sive and exhaustive account of the Korea, which will be highly in- 
teresting to all who take an interest in the Far East. The writer 
concludes the article as follows :— 


It is eminently desirable that Western prestige, seriously diminished 
by these two abortive expeditions, should be redressed in countries 
where prestige is but another name for the shadow of force in the back- 
ground, which alone keeps life and property safe, and secures without 
perpetually recurring warfare the enjoyment of commercial rights. 
Equally necessary is it that some security be obtained for the proper 
treatment of shipwrecked mariners who, with the increasing growth of 
commerce in these Eastern seas, must from time to time be cast upon 
the shores of Korea; whilst commerce itself Jooks to this necessary un- 
dertaking as the step which shall facilitate its introductiun to supply 
the wants and develop the resources of the only remaining couatry 
whence it is now rigidly shut out. Accident, or the lapse of time alone, 
may possibly be trusted to as the means of overcoming that politic an- 
tipathy to intercourse with the outer world which is fostered by the 
despotic statecraft of Korea; or on some favourable opportunity the 
longings manifested by Russia for the possession of this territory may 
be indulged to gratification ; but on the other hand, those who are in« 
terested in watching the legitimate development of European commerce 
and Navigation in Eastern Asia, as well as the numerous class who view 
the subject in a simply philanthropic light, will contiune to cherish an 
earnest hope that well-considered measures may ere long be adupted, to 
bring the Korean people, under adequate safeguards for their protection 
against violence and oppression, into beneficial relations with the re- 
mainder of mankind. The undertaking is one in which all maritime 
nations have an identical interest, and one which should be jointly 
prosecuted to a successful end. 


The following letter having reference to the history of Korea 
has been addressed to The Times by Mr. Beal, F.R.AS. :-— 


In the current number of the Edinburgh Review there is an article 
on ‘‘ Korea,’’ in which I find it stated (p. 300) that “ with the excep- 
tion of some scanty notices collected by the earlier Jesuit missionaries in 
China, and by writers such as Keempfer and Siebold in Japan, no pub- 
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lished accounts of the geography or constitution of the Korean kingdom 
are in existence.” I have met with similar statements elsewhere. — I 
should be obliged, therefore, if you will permit me to call attention 
‘through your columns to a work written by a Japanese author, Rinsifee, 
in 1786, called San Kokf Tsou Ran To Sets, or ‘‘ A History of the 
Three Kingdoms,” viz., Korea, Yezo, and Loo-choo. This work has 
‘been translated into French by Klaproth, and is to be found among the 
publications of the Oriental Translation Fund. In 1856, after visiting 
Korea, I found Rinsifee’s book of great use in drawing up & paper on 
‘the subject, which I read before the Hong Kong branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society. 

Fraser’s Magazine contains an article on the “' Panthays of 
Yunnan,” to which the initials of W. F.M. are appended ; these 
we take to be Mr. Mayers’, the Chinese Secretary of Legation at 
Peking, at present in England. The paper is most acceptable, 
and dispels much of the ignorance existing in reference to these 
peculiar people. The writer describes the mission of Major Sladen 
in 1868, when he ascended the river Lrawaddy to Bhamo, and thence 
by land to Momein, where he found the Panthay commander of the 
troops, who treated him with every civility. The late mission to 
London of the Panthay Envoy, it seems, grew out of Major Sladen’s 
visit. The writer concludes this very interesting article as 
follows :— 


Asa Mahommedan movement, it must be looked upon as entirely 
distinct from those insurrectionary outbreaks which have within the 
last score of years deprived the Chinese Government of its outlying 
dependencies in Turkestan and Ili, and have carried devastation far 
into the heart of the North-Western Provinces of the Empire. The 
vast and almost trackless distances which intervene between Yunnan 
and the territories now ruled over by the Atalik Ghazi of Kashgar, 
prevent, in all probability, any mutual knowledge of each other’s 
existence on the part of that warlike and fanatical ruler of the so-called 
Sultan Suleiman in Yunnan; whilst although communications are in- 
‘terchanged betwoen the Mahommedans of Yunnan and their co-reli- 
gionists now in rebellion against China in the mountain fastnesses of 
Kansuh, no effective co-operation is possible between bodies so widely 
separated. ‘The utmost that either of these Mahommedan communities 
-ean do for the other is to divide the forces of their antagonists; and it 
isthe devotion for a series of years past of the chief effurts of the Chi- 
-mese Government towards the suppression of the rebellion in the north- 
‘weet that has enabled the Panthays to maintain a successful contest 
-against the ill-paid and inefficient bodies of troops who are periodically 
represented in the Peking Gazette as waging an active warfare for the 
-Tecovery of the lost territory.

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CHINESE GAMBLING. 

A correspondent of The T''mes, writing from Hong Kong, forwards 
some interesting information with reference to the prevalence of 
gambling amongst the Chinese. He states that in Hong Kong the 
gambling farmers paid a fee to Government of $216,000 per annum 
for their licence. Let us for a moment discard the 7 per cent. which 
the bank claimed from all winners, and suppose that they cleared 12 
per cent, by their transaction, which would be but an ordinary return 
under such circumstances. It follows that they won $237,600 per 
annum, and because winnings are paid trebly, it will be seen that the 
bank always gains on the average one-half of what is played. The 
sum of $475,200, or £15,600, was the sum actually staked, and yet 
hardly a man ever played that was not dressed in rags. Now, let us 
suppose that on the average each man who entered a house played 25¢., 
then we find that 1,900,800 visits were made each year. No play 
being permittcd on Sundays, an average of 6,(72 visits per day is the 
result, or 506 in each room 15ft. square, and of these many remaineu 
half the day. 

In another part of the letter the correspondent says:—At the time 
of which I write—viz., the spring of 1872, when the long wished-for 
news of the result of the Wai-sing lottery reached Canton by the tele- 
graph to Hong Kong—the Chinese most stoutly refused to believe it, 
as they possessed reliable information of the date of the cxamination, 
and knew how long, by their own means, the news would ve in 
travelling. Notonly would they not believe that the telegraph could 
transmit a message in so short a space of time, but they were ata 
logs to know how the tones of the different Chinese names, upon which 
all the distinction depends, had been carried along, and they natur- 
ally concluded that the message was the fabrication of some one largely 
interested in the lottery. After the receipt of the telegram, and 
before the confirmation of the news by their own methods of commu- 
nication, the winners of the highest prizes were quite willing to dis- 
pose of their tickets at a slight profit utterly incommensurate with the 
value of their legitimate prize. When the telegraphic report ws 
afterwards confirmed by the Peking Gazette, the wonder of the Can- 
tonese knew no bounds; their eagerncss to learn something of the 
telegraph was proportionately increased, and their appreciation of 
foreign science, although certainly advanced, was not unmixed with 
the dread of-spiritual influence for evil haunting them for ever after- 
wards.

THE VOYAGE OF THE GRAND DUKE ALEXIS. 

A correspondent sends us an account of the voyage of the Grand 
‘Duke Alexis of Russia, and after recording the incidents of the pas- 
gages from the Cape to Batavia, and noticing a visit paid to the Go- 
~vernor-General of the Dutch Colony goes on to say :— 

The Svetland is to leave for Singapore, but the Bogatir has another 
destination. She is bound for New Guinea, and, as the expedition of 
the corvette is connected with a scientific journey undertaken by a 
Bassian naturalist under peculiar circumstances, it may not be unin- 
teresting to say a few words about it. Some time ago a gentleman of 
the name of Miklouha Maclai expressed a strong desire to explore New 
Guinea, and as his researches were likely to be advantageous to science 
‘every facility to enable him to carry out his views was afforded both 
by the Russian Geographical Society and by the Imperial Government. 
It is now nearly a year since the Vitas corvette, which belongs t» the 
Pacific squadron, under Admiral Fedoroffaky, touched at the iv of 
-Astrolabe, on the north-east coast of New Guinea, with the enthusias- 
tic young naturalist'on board. At firet the natives were so shy that 
‘there was great difficulty in communicating with them; but they had 
"an evident desire to conciliate their visitors, as they deposited a heap 
of presents on the ground, which they made signs to the Russians to 
come and take, though they had not the courage to awaitthe approach of 
thedreaded strangers. Aftera time, however, they reappeared, and wil- 
lingly took possession of the giftsthe Russians had left in exchange. 
The next morning they summoned courage to return to the corvette, 
bringing friends with them, and by a judicious distribution of pre- 
‘sents the apprehensions of the natives were graduatly allayed. While 
the officers of the Vitas were endeavouring to conciliate the natives 
‘the crew cleared a plot of ground, which they surrounded with a pali- 
sade ; the carpenters built a house for the new settler, and the artillery 
officer planted some mines for his defence, which he could fire without 
feaving his house. When everything was ready he was very comfort- 
ably established. He had a good supply of foel, plenty of provisions 
and stores, and the captain left him one of the ship's boats. with a 
eomplete set of rigging. So, bidding him farewell, the Vitas left him 
to his fate, and now the Bogatir is going to loo: after him. The ac- 
count of the adventures of this bold naturalist will undoubtedly prove 
extremely interesting. Let us hope he has been able to hold his own. 
Whatever may be his fate, he has shown a great deal of courage, and

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THE MARRIAGE OF THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 

Tue announcement of the marriage of the Emperor of 
Cutna will be received with satisfaction by all interested 
our political relations with that country. It is the pre- 
liminary step to the event upon which so much depends— 
the assumption of power by his Imperial Masesty, and thus 
a more than usual interest attaches to it. The telegram 
which announces the fact briefly states that “the Emperor 
* of Cana was married at Peking on the 16th October. There 
“ was no public ceremony outside the palace beyond the pro- 
* cession to bring the bride thither, and the whole affair passed 
“ off very quietly.” We could have wished that Revrer’s 
agent at Shanghai had exercised a little more liberality on 
this occasion, and had given us some further vartioulars ci | 
the subject of so important an event. The peculiar position oc- 
cupied by women in Chinaand the lofty rank of the bridegroom 
would render the celebration of anything like a public mar- 
riage ceremony out of the question, and the nature of the 
alliance purely a marriage de convenance removes it from the 
sphere of all sympathetic interest. Little or nothing is 
known of the young Empress. It is to be presumed that she 
is beautiful, but only by experience shall we find out the bent 
of her tastes and her political leanings. These will be care- 
fully watched, for though theoretically women in China are 
but the playthings of their lords, yet practically clever women 
there acquire the same influence which is enjoyed by their 
intellectual sisters all over the world, and the History of 
China supplies not a few instances in which the destinies of 
the country, whether for good or evil, have been swayed by 
the ladies of the Palace. Indeed we need not go further 
back than the period succeeding the death of the late Ex- 
pERoR, when the support given to Prince Kune by the 
widowed Express saved thecountry from anarchy and blood- 
ghed, to find an example of the immense power which is some- 
times acquired by Imperial consorts in the management of 
the affairs of State. 

No one who remembers the career and early death of the 
late Emperor can look forward to the future in store for his 
youthful successor without feelings of misgiving and pity. 
At the boyish age of seventeen he is released from all re- 
straint, and is suddenly surrounded with every temptation 
to indulge in a life of ignoble idleness and of sensual indul- 
gence. Report speaks of him as being a lad of a wilful dis- 
position and of childish tastes, and as such likely to fall a 
ready victim to the allurements of his harem and its con- 
comitant excesses. The choice of political advisers, upon 
which so much always depends in Oriental countries, becomes 
therefore an affair of even more than ordinary importance in 
his case. On it may be said without exaggeration to depend 
the stability of his throne and the future of his country. A 
telegram published a few days since informs us that “ Im- 
“ perial edicts have been issued at Peking which imply 
“that the Emperor will assume power in February 
“next.” Within the next three months, therefore, he will 
have to decide whether he will call about him those 
who by frankly holding out the hand of friendship 
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to foreigners will enrich his Empire, elevate his coun- 
trymen, and establish his throne on a broad and enduring 
basis, or whether he will throw in his lot with those . 
bitterest enemies to his country’s weal, the anti-foreign 
party, of which Li Huna-Cuana is the leader. We shall 
not be kept long in suspense as to the political proclivities 
of the young Emperor. The “ Audience Question,” which is 
now ripe for discussion, will prove an unerring touchstone of 
the course he intends to pursue. That once granted, other 
concessions would naturally follow, foreigners would be offi- 
cially placed on a level with the natives, and the time would 
not be far distant when they would enjoy the privileges pos- 
sessed in almost every other nation in the world by subjects 
of other Powers. That refused, war cannot be very long 
delayed, and again would the unhappy country have to pass 
through a short period of vain struggling, internal disorder, 
and financial difficulties, only to find herself at the end once 
more at the mercy of the Treaty Powers. 

The anxiety with which the course of events in China 
during the next few weeks will be watched is considerably 
enhanced by the unfriendly tone which has in many instances 
been lately assumed by the Mandarins towards foreigners. 
It is impossible to shut one’s eyes to the fact, that the war- 
like preparations which have for some months been in pro- 
gress in the neighbourhood of Tientsin and the capital, have 
assumed threatening proportions, and the belief is very 
general among those qualified to form an opinion in China 
that rather than give way on the Audience Question to the 
full extent, the ruling Powers will risk the consequences of 
another war with the European Powers. This attitude 
renders it imperative that the Foreign Ministers in insisting 
on the right of audience with the Emperor should set their 
faces stedfastly against the adoption of any half-and-half 
measures. We have patiently submitted to be defrauded of 
our Treaty rights long enough. We have allowed weight to 
every shifty excuse which the Government has found it con- 
venient to make to delay yielding to us those privileges to 
which we are reasonably entitled. And what have we gained 
py it? Nothing but well-merited contempt and aversion. 
Even in the Metropolitan province it is at the present 
moment with difficulty that the Consular authorities are 
able to maintain friendly relations with the native officials. 
It is time that such a state of things should cease to be, and 
that our position in China should once and for all, be placed 
upon a basis sufficiently firm to enable us to defy the ma- 
chinations of warlike Viceroys and obstructive underlings,

THE REPORTS ON THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Taz Memorandum by Sir RurHerrorp ALoock on the 
Consular Service in China, which we reprint in its turn, is in: 
striking contrast by its businesslike, and at the same time: 
elevated tone, with the rhetorical, rambling, and inaccurate 
statement presented by Major Crossman. It is satisfactory to 
find that H.M.’s late Pienipotentiary should dwell so strongly 
as he has done upon the importance of maintaining the Con- 
sular Service in a position, as regards emoluments and pro- 
spective distinctions, such as shall continue to hold out in- 
ducements for efficient officers to make it the career of thei» 
lifetime ; and we see no reason to dissent from any of the 
moderate proposals which have been made by Sir R. ALcocE: 
in the interest of the service generally. It is characteristic 
of the Government under which the country is at present 
suffering that, as is stated in the Memorandum, not one of 
the recommendations which involve any increase of 
cost has been sanctioned; and to the predominance 
of o huckstering—yet in reality thriftless— policy at 
headquarters may doubtless be attributed the tone of 
Major Crossman’s singular Report. We will not venture 
to suppose that it expresses the writer’s sober opinion ; nor 
is it easy to understand on what grounds an officer of Royal 
Engineers should be called upon to report on subjects 80 
remote from his own province. Major CrossMaN was em- 
ployed, as we believe, between the years 1866 and 1869 in 
preparing plans and contracts for the Consular buildings in 
China and Japan ; and in the course of his professional un- 
dertakings he doubtless visited most of the ports and came 
in contact with the majority of H.M.’s Consuls ; but these 
last-named gentlemen will probably be much astonished 
when they find that in entertaining Major Crossman under 
their hospitable roofs they were harbouring a critic prepared 
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to advocate the reduction of all salaries but his own, and to 
suggest impracticable changes in a Service, his knowledge of 
which could not be otherwise than superficial. Taking all 
economy as his province, he has not hesitated to give an orac- 
ular opinion upon the proper method of garrisoning Hong 
Kong, and we are not inclined to dispute the probability of 
& saving being practicable in that direction ; but the Cross- 
man method of simplifying our Chinese affairs by superadding 
the cares of Colonial government to the diplomatic duties of 
the Minister at Peking is scarcely worthy of serious com- 
ment. 

It would be easy to show that the cost of such a plan as 
Major Crossman favours, with its inevitable duplicate Mi- 
nister at Pcking and Lieutenant Governor at Hong Kong, 
must be as great, if not greater, than the existing system ; 
and it is characteristic of the gallant economist’s method of 
theorising that his views are advanced, as he is obliged to 
admit, without “knowing the cost of the present establish- 
“ ment at Hong Kony, and not having seen the Consular 
“ estimates for the ensuing year.” One of the first results 
of any such amalgamation as that proposed by Major Cross- 
MAN would be, we have little doubt, a serious difficulty in 
reconciling the pittances now paid to Consular officers of 
many years’ standing with the large salaries enjoyed by Co- 
lonial officials of corresponding rank in Hong Kong. It has 
always appeared to us a striking proof of the inadequacy of 
the pay of the Consular Service that, under the Colonial 
Government of Hong Kong, Civil servants corresponding in 
rank and functions with the Consular assistants and inter- 
preters receive salaries greatly in excess of, and in some cases 
double, the amounts allotted to the latter. The junior 
_ members of the Consular service have, until within the last 
few years, been able to console themselves with the prospect 
of rising in the course of time to moderately well-paid posts 
and independent positions ; but these hopes are now mate- 
rially curtailed by reductions already decreed and by coun- 
sels such as are urged in the same direction by men of the 
time like Major Crossmax. We can only hope, in the 
interest of an efficient Consular service, indispensable for 
the protection and furtherance of our commercial interests, 
_ that the counsels of Sir RuTtHerrorp ALcock may be 
followed rather than those of the ill-informed and self- 
constituted adviser of the Treasury. Our interest in the ques- 
tion is that of the main bulk of our supporters, the mercantile 
community connected with China ; and they, wefeel convinced, 
would be the first to protest, if consulted, against the pecu- 
niary reductions which might enable the Foreign-office to 
show a saving of a few hundreds in its annual estimate, but 
which could not be carried into effect without lowering the 
tone, checking the energies, and seriously diminishing the 
efficiency of a most useful service. 


JAPAN AND KOREA. 

Now that the Japanese have learned civilisation, and en- 
tered the comity of nations, of course they must fight. This 
is, undoubtedly, ove of the strongest features of the 
Anglo-Saxon. A story, of recent occurrence, is told 
of a young Siamese, who had been sent over to this 
country to be educated, and on leaving our shores to return 
to his native country, took with him some fine specimens 
of bulldogs and fighting cocks, stating that he had found 
these things to be some of the most cherished emblems of 
Civilisation amongst the students at college, and, moreover, 
that they were utilised as good accessories in replenishing their 
purses, and that he had himself found it so, having won in bets 
on these animalsa considerable sum. According to thelast news 
from Japan, via San Francisco, it seems that the feud between 
the Koreans and the Japanese is growing, and there is little 
doubt but that our American cousins have fanned the flame, and 
promised the Japanese their support in attacking the stub- 
born Koreans, who so lately defeated them in an attempt to 
obtain satisfaction for the murder of the crew of the Ameri 
can schooner General Sherman. It really looks as if Japan 
will be the instrument for bringing about the opening of 
Korea, and as Great Britain has had her share of “ opening 
up,” we trust Japan, backed by the stars and stripes, will 
accomplish it. That the Koreans can much longer estrange 
themselves from the influences of the West is not likely. 
The sooner Japan moves on the better.

THE last two numbers of the London and China Telegraph 
have chronicled the case of Mr. Cousens. The arrest of this 
gentleman is altogether one of the most extraordinary events 
on record in the Consular annals of either China or Japan. 
Mr. Wiukinson, acting Vice-Consul at Osaka, has certainly 
shown more pluck than discretion, and has made a most un- 
warrantable use of his position. The decision of Mr. Consul 
Gower, who tried the case, was equally egregious, and showed 
very distinct animus, which is the most damaging feature in 
a judicial functionary. To order Mr. Cousens to be impri- 
soned was a gross abuse of Consular power. We trust that 
the Foreign Office will have the whole case laid before 
them, and that we shall in due time have their view of the 
same. Mr. WILKinson has also to account for the impri- 
sonment in a Japanese jail in Osaka, of a British subject named 
Nose, who, it is stated, died in the jail in consequence of 
the unfitness of the place to confine any European in. 


THE Great Northern Telegraph Company announce that 
the Siberian land lines, which have been interrupted for 
some months, having been re-established, the Company’s 
line to China and Japan is again in perfect order, and that 
messages for those countries are accepted at all postal sta- 
tions, at the uniform rate of £4 6s. for twenty words. A 
few messages from Yokohama were received by this line from 
the Ist to the 4th inst., indicating that the land line from that 
place to Nagasaki had been completed. Since the 4th, how- 
ever, no messages have come in, and it is feared that the 
line has been interrupted. In alluding to the despatch of 
the H. C. Orsted last week we should have stated that the 
cable taken out by that vessel is to connect the port of 
Amoy only. The #. C. Orsted had to put into Portsmouth 
through stress of weather, but she sailed again on Thursday. 


His Excellency Admiral Dupre, the Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Saigon and the French possessions in 
Cochin China, left by the last mail. Several Japanese are re- 
turning, amongst whom is Mr. Kosuyasui, a student of some 
note, who has been for some time in England studying the 
constitution of our Government. Mr. Jonyston, Secretary 
to the Shanghai Municipal Council, also returns by the same 
mail. We believe that Mr. Jonnston has taken much pains 
to inform himself of the working of the Municipal adminis- 
tration of most of the cities at home, and on the Continent. 


In the report of the speech of Sir RurHerrorD ALcooK, 
at the dinner given by the Geographical Society to Sir BarTLE 
Frere, he is stated to have made allusion to the efforts of 
Portugal in putting down the slave trade. Our ex-Minister, 
we fear, has not kept himself posted up lately, or he would 
have known that the Macao coolie trade fostered by Portugal 
has led to atrocities quite equal to the African slave trade. 
The efforts of Portugal are more honoured in the breach 
than in the observance. 


A TELEGRAM has arrived from Shanghai, stating that the 
Municipal Council, acting under the authority of a special 
meeting of ratepayers, has offered forty thousand taels for 
the property and so-called rights of the Soochow Creek 
Bridge Company. A diversity of opinion exists among the 
shareholders in England as to whether the offer shou!d be 
accepted or not. 


WE have much pleasure in announcing that Admiral the 
Hon. Sir Henry Keppgt has hoisted his flag as Commander 
in-Chief at Devonport. Our readers who have had the 
pleasure of knowing him, will join us in congratulating the 
gallant Admiral on this mark of distinction. 


Mr. Yasuima, who has been studying Political Economy, 
has gone to Frankfort to assist in the despatch of the bank- 
notes now under manufacture there, and to adopt some 
effectual means to prevent their being counterfeited. 


THE appointment of Mr. James WHITTALL as a member of 
the Hong Kong Legislative Council is officially announced 
in the London Gazette. The Queen has signified her approval 
of the appointment of Mr. J. S. Gower as Italian Consul at 
Hong Kong. 
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DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR COMMITTEE. 
[Statement by Sir Roruzrrorp Axcocg, K.C.B.] 


We have at the present moment under treaties with China 
right of access to twenty ports, or including a port in the Island 
of Hainam—where I believe it has been recently determined, at 
the request of the merchants, to place a Consular authority— 
21. Of these, 11 rank as first-class ports, each having its Consul, 
and two of them, Canton and Shanghai, a Vice-Consul in addition. 
This 9 (or 10) to be classed as secondary or subsidiary ports. 
Most of them are outlying ports essential as anchorages to the 
business and working of the larger places, such as Whampoa for 
oon the Pagoda Anchorage for Foochow, Taku for Tientsin, 

Ce 

In every one of these ports, principal or subsidiary, where 
British subjects and shipping have access, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment is bound by treaty stipulations to maintain effective means 
of control and protection ; and of adjudication in cases of differ- 
ence between Chinese and British subjects. The ex-territorial 

rivileges are subject to this condition ; nor is it expedient either 
in our own interest or that of the Chinese, that we should repu- 
diate the obligation. Any saving in expense would ill compen- 
sate the obstructions to trade and constant danger of complica- 
tions, which would certainly follow the withdrawal of our Con- 
sular establishments from any ports frequented by merchants and 
ships. Other countries may, and do, in fact, avoid the burden of 
paid establishments, but many have no trade to risk; and the 
few that have anything to lose are enabled to dispense with 
salaried Consuls, chicdy bi reason of the position maintained by 
Great Britain in the China Seas, and at every Treaty port. 

The actual cost of the Consular establishment is not easily dis- 
tinguished in the Civil Service estimates. For the current year 
1872-73, apart from that which forms no legitimate part of the 
Consular expenditure—that is, excluding the expenses of the 
legation at Peking, of prisons and the Supreme Court, of ailow- 
ances to chapels and chaplains, and relief to distressed British 
subjects—it amounts in round numbers to £51,461. Of this 
£31,900 is paid in salaries to the officers, and £19,561 for ex- 
penses. This gives the total cost per annum of the existing 
establishments, including 12 students, maintained for the Con- 
sular service, and as its feeders, at Peking. Deducting these last, 
it consists of 48 working members of all ranks. 

Of this total of 48 and 12, equal to 60, the only permanent re- 
duction which I conceive can be made without impairing effi- 
eiency is in the number of students. At this advanced period, I 
think, the whole service in China having now been nearly supplied 
with Chinese speaking juniors,a permanent training school of siz 
students will supply the necessary demands to fill up the vacancies 
as they occur, and meet the waste of strength and fife. 

The number of interpreters may also, I think, be reduced from 
10 to 6. But inasmuch as I should propose 9 instead of 6 
Vice-Consuls, as now maintained, there would only be an effective 
reduction of 1, the other 3 passing into the ranks of Vice-Con- 
suls. So in like manner, out of the 12 students, 3 would be re- 
quired to fill up the ranks of assistants, to the number proposed 
of 24 instead of the existing scale of 21. This will be scen more 
clearly perhaps by reference to the annexed tabular Return of 
the proposed establishment, showing its distribution at each port. 
{am satisfied, from long experience and observation, that this 
gives the lowest working strength. That is, if all the ports are 
to be occupied, there must be at least and always that number on 
duty. This only amounts to 38. I venture to insist upon this the 
more strongly, because it has been suggested that a smaller nnom- 
ber might suffice. To keep this number of 38 constantly at their 

sts and on duty, provision must be made for the necessary re- 

iefs required to supply the place of those absent on leave. Many 
are compelled to return to Europe from illness without completing 
their five years ; and to all, some change and rest cach ycar is 
necessary for the preservation of health and strength. The ex- 
perience of the past twenty years has shown sufficiently conclu- 
sively that this waste of power cannot be estimated at less than 
from one-third to one-fourth of the whole number kept on duty. 
This brings the establishment up to 50, by the addition of 12 to 
the number always on duty. 

I have not proposed to do away with the class of interpreters, 
though I would reduce their number, for a very sufficient reagon : 
it is important that this Government should always be able to 
command the services of men thoroughly qualified to speak, and 
read and write the Chinese language. The ordinary routine of 
business at the ports may generally be got through with a lower 

ualification in the Consul or his officers as regards linguistic pro- 

ciency. But from time to time, both at Peking and elsewhere, 
it is essential that there should be no room for doubt or mis- 
apprehension. either as to facts or arguments, in the transaction 
of business with the Chinese authorities. Such a degree of pro- 
ficiency as this implies can never be secured, as a rule, without a 
separate class, who for several years at least shall be able to de- 
vote nearly all their time and attention to the language. Their 
chief occupation must be the use of Chinese written and spoken, 
by which means alone a high standard will be kept up perma- 
nently. Students after two years’ training at Peking, who are 
drafted into the Consulates for active work in the Consular offices 
will rarely, if ever, attain more than a fair practical knowled é 
of the Chinese language either written or spoken ; but especia ly 
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the former, perhaps. For these reasons, and because it would be 
hard to retain the more promising of the students among the 
class of interpreters for successive years without adequate ad- 
vancement, I would propose that the six retained with the title 
of Interpreter should be of first and second classes; three, in 
each, the first at salaries of £700, and the second at £600,,as 
at present. 

‘The pecuniary result of such a recast of tho existing establish- 
ment would be a saving of some £940. The Committee, however, 
is aware that I have strongly urged the expediency of increas 
by £50 per annum the salary of all the assistants—first, seeetids 
and third class alike. If this were dore, instead of a saving there 
would be an increased cost of some £260, with, as I conceive, a 
more than corresponding gain in efficiency and character. 

This estimate is framed without prejudice to the further re- 
commendations made in my Despatch of the 29th of October, 
1869, to Lord Clarendon, and printed in the Blue Book, “ Ching 
No. 5,” of 1870 (at page 10), although none of those which in- 
volved any increase of cost were sanctioned by the Treasury ; at 
page 75, it may be seen that his Lordship in great part endorsed 
my suggestions for the improvement of the service in a letter 
signed by Mr. Ilammond, and addressed to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, 7th February, 1870. Much to the same effect is a pre- 
vious Despatch of the 12th March, 1869, printed in the Appendix 
to the First Report of the Committee. 

I hope I may be permitted to suggest, in conclusion, that after 
all is dore that can be attempted compatible with a rigid eco- 
nomy, something more is needed to foster a certain esprit de 
and pride in the service, which I believe will be found the most 
reliable, if not the only effective safeguard against a tendency to 
deterioration and a lowness of standard which ends in demoralisa- 
tion. In China, Consular officers are exposed to many tempta- 
tions by their position, with very limited and often inadequate 
means, in the midst of wealthy trading communities, all eager to 
make rapid fortunes, and many succeeding—not always by means 
which would bear strict scrutiny. In such conditions the facili- 
ties are great for muking money without the parties interested 
ostensibly appearing to be in any way engaged in trade. Whether 
called investments, or by any other name, money may be em- 
ployed in various ways, and to those who are on the spot, the 
opportunities are frequent in connection with mercantile houses 
of obtaining large returns for small ventures in actual cash. It 
is unnecessary to say that this can never be done by a Conswar 
officer without a loss of independence and serious injury to the 
service. Of course the interests they are specially appointed to 
protect must suffer in corresponding degree. Many of my guge 
gestions and yecomicnaations to Her Majesty's Government to 
make more frequent acknowledgments of faithful and honourable 
service had special reference to this condition of things, and the 
necessity of counteracting the influences resulting from it. The 
evil is not to be remedied even by increased salaries, were it pos- 
sible for the Treasury to adopt any general measure of this kind. 
In certain cases such increase is required, and would remove a 
danger. But the occasional bestowal of a C.B.ship, or honorary 
title, as has been done in two or three cases within the last 
twenty-five years, would probably do more to encourage exertion, 
and to"create a higher tone of fecling in regard to the service. 
Governments have always at their disposal this cheap reward of 
nations for those who serve them. And all other States fully 
profit by the knowledge of the efficacy and economic advan 
of stimulating zcal and supplementing insufficient pay by giving 
that which has a high and substantial value to the recipient, 
though it costs nothing to the donor. 

In the same general interest I have recommended greater faci- 
lities for weeding the service in China of objectionable elements, 
either by the removal to less responsible situations elsewhere of 
individuals failing in the necessary qualifications for good service 
there, or by inducing their retirement on some small annuity. 
The latter would cost money, but it would be difficult to calculate 
how much it would save in credit, character, and efficiency. It 
has been argued that such individuals would be sufficiently 
punished by being passed over without promotion; and possibl 
they might ; but it was not the interests of the individuals wit 
which I was concerned, but that of the public, and the prejudice 
to the service their presence cccasioned. Their retention would 
not relieve the establishment, nor enable the Minister to put in 
their place more cligible and effective men. Neither would such 
a course prevent Her Majesty’s Government going on year after 
year paying salarics, five times the amount of a retiring pension, 
to officials occupying, to the disadvantage of the public and de- 
serving members of the establishment, places which should, in the 
interest of both, be filled more worthily. 

After all, it cannot be forgotten that this Chinese division of 
the Consular service, the duties of which are performed with 
great efficiency by some fifty officials, at a cost of little over 
£50,000 per annum, including all expenses, rent, wages, and con- 
tingencies of every kind, of which the Indian Government bears 
a, third—materially aids the development of a commerce which 
already exceeds £40,000,000, and is yearly increasing in value 
apart from £10,000,0000 of a distributing trade betwecn the perts 
and another 48,000,000 of a coasting trade in Chinese produce 
chiefly ; the largest portion of all which is British, giving employ- 
ment to 7,165 vessels, with a tonnage of 3,332,092 tons. Nor is 
this trade less important in a fiscal point of view, as yielding to 
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the British and Indian Governments a revenue of over £3,000,000 
while it employs profitably a large number of workmen in Great 
Britain in the production of £5,000,000 worth of cotton goods 
annually exported to China, and yields back in Consular fees 
some £9,000 in diminution of the expenditure chargeuble to the 
State. Compared with these interests the tax psid by Great 
Britain in the cost of the Consular establishments dees not amount 
to one per mil on the gross trade, and not one-hily per cent. on 
the revenue it yields. I stated in my cvidence, and it will be 
otherwise, I think, manifest to the Committee, that, although this 
is no reason why a single pound sterling should be unneccasarily 
spent, it affords the strongest possible argument for deing all that 
may be required to maintain the highest efficiency; I therefore 
cannot help hoping that the Committee, considering the special 
and, so to He isolated character of this service, even taken in 
conjunction with that of Japan and Siam, and the exceptionally 
responsible nature of the duties discharged, will not allow a ques- 
tion of increased expenditure within very narrow limits to deter 
them from making such recommerdations for its improvement as 
may seem to be called for by the evidence received.

[Statement by Mr. W. H. Mepnener}. 


There is considerable room for the practice of a wise economy 
in the wages and other expenses connected with the Consulate 
Establishment at Shanghai, and this without any prejudice to its 
working efficiency. The staff of writers and linguists has been 
reduced to its lowest standard by the reduction last ordered, and, 
as I have shown in my official reports, these men constitute the 
most useful and important part of the Consular stat. The only 
modification possible is that of requiring the mixed courts to 
sustain the entire expense of the third writers, half of whose 
salary is now borne on Consulate account. ‘The court, being pro- 
perly a Chinese institution, should be called on to bear its own 
expenses. One first-class and one second-class Chincse writer, 
with one copyist and the two linguists now employed, would suf- 
fice for the Consulate work alone. 

The gaol and (staff of constables have always been a heavy 
charge on the Consulate, and now that the new gaol has becn 
completed the expenditure is likely to be considerably increased, 
owing to the much larger scale on which it has been instituted 
and the greater distance at which it is located from the British 
Consulate. A joint report on tke subject by Sir Edmund Hornby 
and myself, under date the 15th Novemler, 1871. has already 
conveyed the suggestion that, rather than maintain this new gaol 
on the expensive footing which is essential if it isto be kept up 
at all, it would be advisable to make an arrangement for its 
transfer to the Municipal Council of Shanghai, who possess all 
the appliances for working such an institution ina satisfactory 
manner. The expenditure of the Consulate would thus be limited 
to a daily charge for each prisoner consigned to the care of the 
Council, and to such casual medical attendance as would prove 
necessary. 

Could such an arrangement be effected the estimates for the 
Shanghai Consulate would not only be relieved of the charge for 
support of new gaol establishments (estimated by Sir R. Alcock, 
in his despatch of 17th November, 1869, at £1,280, and in the 
report by Sir E. Hornby and myself at £830 at the very least), 
but the necessity of the attachment to the Consulate of any 
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European constables at all would be obviated, thereby securing & 
saving upon former estimates of over £500. The services of a 
daily constable in attendance at the Consulate would still be 
needed for mairtaining order in the office, sending or taking sea- 
men in custody, &c., but it, would be quite possible to enter into 
an arrangement with the Municipal Council to supply a daily 
orderly for jthis duty out of their very effective body of police, 
and so save the necessity of engaging a couple of men for the 
purpose. 

The transfer of the gaol to the Municipal Council would fur- 
ther occasion a saving of the £200 per annum which is now paid 
toa local practitioner for medical attendance on the prisoners and 
constables in the gaol. 

The staff of office servants at Shanghai was reported by mein 
November, 1869, to be capable of reduction, and the mperenee 
having been acted upon in the estimates for 1871-72, be 
pears to be no further room for economy in that portion of the 
establishment.

The hospital charges for seamen and distressed subjects fall 
very heavy upon the Consulate at present, owing to the n i 
of consigning sick men, when in the Consul’s hands, to a hospital, 
over the direciion of which the Consul has no control. There are 
always sufficient patients from the navy and Consulate together 
to support a hospital, and although there are many difficulties in 
the way of establishing an independent hospital on the Consulate 
account, yet I cannot help thinking that medical men could be 
found ready to fall in with a scheme for the reduction of our ex- 
penditures under this head, and the Consul should be enco 
to take steps towards introducing an alteration in the existmg 
arrangement. Sir R. Alcock has already put forward some sug- 
gestions in this direction in his despatch of Nov. 17, 1869. 

Personal.—I think it necessary to bring before the notice of the 
Committee the fact of Chinkiang being placed under the Consular 
charge of the Consul at Shanghai, without any provision being 
made in the estimates for an additional allowance to him on this 
account. This arrangement was made by the Foreign. office in 
1868, when I was appointed to officiate at Shanghai during the 
absence of Consul Winchester on leave. I continued in charge of 
the post (not without serious accession of responsibility, as the 
Blue Book on Yangchow will show) until last year, when, being 
permanently gazetted to Shanghai, I represented to Earl Granville 
the necessity of according me some remuneration for the addi- 
tional duty. My application has been met by an unqualified ree 
fusal. This is scarcely fair to me, even in a business point. of 
view ; but I feel the hardship the more acutely when I come to xe- 
member that, although my service extends over a period of thirty- 
two years, during which my conduct has bcen repeatedly com- 
mended ; and although I am one of the few old servants who re- 
lied upon the pledges given by the Forcign-office to regard with 
special favour those who gave themselves to the study of the lan- 
guage, I am at this moment without the slightest recognition of 
my service, even in the}shape of a pecuniary allowance, such 
as that granted to Sir R. Alcock, on personal grounds, when he 
Was appointed to succeed Dr. Bowring as Consul at Canton in 1853, 
and afterwards continued to Sir H. Parkes, when he succeeded 
Mr. Alcock. W. H. Mepuovesr. 





CHINA MEDICAL REPORTS. 

We have received the new part of the China Customs Gazetie, 
containing the Medical Reports for the half-year ended 31st 
March last. We give the following summary of the contents, 
merely remarking, that next year a little more promptitude in 
the publication may be observed. 


From Peking Dr. Dudgeon reports only two deaths among the 
foreign community. Carbuncles were unusually large ae fre- 
quent among the Chinese ; but by far the most common affection 
was aguc, owing to the rains, which were unprecedented ; in three 
months the rainfall exceeded three fect. The condition of the 
city during and after these rains was indescribable. Communica- 
tion was almost impossible ; trade well nigh suspended. Several 
foreigners, in carts and on horseback, in proximity to the Western 
Hills, narrowly escaped with their lives. Great numbers of the 
mud-houses of the natives (Dr. Dudgeon natvely says) “resolved 
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themselves into their original constituents "—which we suppose 
is “medical” for being melted by the rain and heat—but it 
would be unfair to leave the mud out of the present report. 


From Newchwang Dr. Watson reports the great prevalence 
and severity of ‘‘complaints of the respiratory system.” In 
other respects health was good. In nearly all the deaths which 
have occurred among residents for the last seven years some dis- 
tinct organic disease has been discovered, which must have caused 
death in any climate. The people ‘‘ enjoyed immunity” from 
contagious fevers, with the exception of small-pox. The 
ak al food of the people is millet,a grain which Dr. Watson 

ought contained all the essential elements of nutrition. Ac- 
cordingly he became “anxious to try the effect of millet 
on European constitutions, and, a good opportunity occur- 
ring in the case of a sailer who had been guilty of 
several offences,” Dr. Watson “availed himself of it.” The 
sailor was sentenced to solitary confinement for forty-nine 
days, and Dr. Watson fed the unhappy man on millet and 
water throughout that time, weighing him every now and then to 
see how he was getting on, and promising to change his food if he 
seemed to suffer from his monotonous diet / It is satisfactory (for 
science) to learn that this gallant tar gained one pound six ounces 
during his incarceration. “The experiment,” says, Dr. Watson, 
“ig interesting’ Perhaps he will agreo with us that it is so 
clearly demonstrated as to render any further experiments in the 
same line a little more than unnecessary. We may have some- 
thing more to say of Dr. Watson's “experiment” in another 
place. Towards the close of his report Dr. Watson gives some 
vague information of a sporting rather than a medical character. 


From Canton Dr. F. Wong reports excellent health among the 
foreign residents. Nodeathsoccurred. Among diseases common 
to natives Dr. Wong mentions a neuralgic disorder which he calls 
Sormicution, or a sensation as of ants crawling over the body. 
Rest and tonics seem to be the only cure. 


From Amoy Drs. Muller and Manson report an unusually cold, 
but not unhealthy. season. Elephantiasis is a disease often met 
with in this part of China. 

From Takow and Taiwan-foo Dr. David Manson reports favour- 
ably, describing the climate of Formosa as one of the best in 
China, and well suited to persons labouring under diseases of the 
lungs. 

From Chefoo Dr. W. W. Myers reports a favourable condition 
of the general health. The winter, though severe, is considerably 
modified as to its effects by the equable temperature preserved 
during the day and night, and the dryness of the air. The water 
supply is unsatisfactory. 

From Hankow Dr. A. G. Reid reports insufficient drainage, and 
gives an account of some cases of not uncommon disorders. 


From Swatow Dr. Scott reports 394 cases of disease, excepting 
two cases of drowning and one of stabbing (which, though Dr. 
Scott includes them, we do not think can strictly be called “ dis- 
eases”), there were but two deaths from disease. 


From Kiukiang Dr. G. Shearer reports some selected cases, 
which may interest the professional reader. The rest of his re- 
marks, he says, he “must withhold for another occasion.” 


Dr. Edward Henderson contributes a memorandum on Steppe 
murrain in Shanghai. This form of cattle disease seems to have 
been very fatal. The native butchers slaughter the animal as 
soon as they are satisfied that it is diseased, and, if this be done 
promptly, Dr. Henderson is of opinion that itis not possible to dis- 
tinguish such diseased meat from beef taken from an animal 
slaughtered in perfect health. 


From Shanghai. also, Dr. Jamieson reports that the health of the 
settlement is steadily rising. No epidemic prevailed last winter. 
There were thirty-nine deaths among foreigners in the half-year. 
Foreign children were, as a rule, healthy during the winter six 
months ; but dysentery occurred frequently when the cattle 
disease broke out—no doubt on account of the milk on which the 
children were chiefly fed. The reputation of Shanghai for health- 
fulness has undergone many changes. Dr. Jamieson is of opinion 
that, presuming ordinary care during the heat of the summer, 
nobody iminishes his chance of life by leaving England and re 
moving to this port. 





THE HONG KONG CORRESPONDENT OF THE 
“COLOGNE GAZETTE.” 


A correspondent of the Cologne Gazette at Hong Kong thus describes 
the present state of feeling in China with regard to the principal 
European States :—“ Of all the nations which arc represented here, the 
sagacions and observant Chinese place Germany in the highest rank. 
Germany never landed a soldier on Chinese territory, never threatened 
China witb war, and never bombarded either Peking or Canton; her 
sons only lovked after their trade, and never took possession of a 
foot of Chinese soil. The Americans are aleo popular, though 
last year the foolish exnedition to Korea somewhat diminished 
their influence. Ths British, on the other hand, are very un- 
popular, and it is only by their gun-boats that they maintain their 
influence, which has already reached its zenith. The complaints of the 
Chinese Government against England are very frequent, and no Chinese 
comes in contact with the brusque and arrogant ‘ fair-haired barbarians’ 
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without wishing in his heart that he may live to sce them humiliated . 
Still more disliked, however, are the French, who for many years have __ 
behaved in China even more arrogantly than the British. No other © 
nation sent so numerous an army of ‘blacks’ into the country, or sup- 
ported the often unfair and insulting demands of the missionaries with 
such unscrupulousness as the French. Their conduct in the last war 
too, when they marched to the capital with their British allies, will never 
be forgiven by the Chinese. Nothing in the world is holy to a China- 
man but his family; a single glance from ‘the Western devil’ at the 
wifeof any man who does not belong to the lowest class is regarded as 
an irretrievable disgrace, and a European may live for a quarter of a 
century in China without seeing any more of a Chinese house than the 
antechamber. During the war, while the sons of Albion were looking 
for silver and drink, the Zouaves persecuted the Chinese women with their 
attentions, and many hundreds of the latter killed themselves in conse- 
quence. This produced a feeling of bitter indignation against the 
French all over the country, and their defeat by Germany is generally 
regarded here as a judgment upon them for the acts of their troops in 
China.” The correspondent concludes by urging the German Govern- 
ment to act in future with the United States in all Asiatic questions, 
“ Now is the time,” he says, ‘‘to lay the foundation for great results 
in the future, for it is on these waters and on this neutral Asiatic terri- 
tory that the conflict hetween America and England for the predominance 
on the seas will be fought out. The struggle will not be so warm either 
on the Thames or the Hudson as in Eastern Asia ; and in another five- 
and-twenty years the centre uf gravity of the United States will rather 
be on the Pacific than on the Atlantic. The sympathies and the Inte- 
rests of Germany under euch circumstances clearly point to an under- 
standing with America, Washington now seeks an alliance with Berlin, 
in view of future contingencies, and both should place their affairs in 
very efficient hands, in view of the approaching struggle against Eng- 
land and Russia.” 














Monetary and Connnerctal.

Telegrams have been received from Singapore, announcing 
the failure and arrest of Joshua,a native of India, dealing largely 
in opium. The liabilities are reported at $300,000 to $400,000 
(printed pounds sterling in some newspapers). The arrest is for 
the appropriation of property. 

The Government have sanctioned a subsidy for a monthly postal 
service between Aden and Zanzibar, and have accepted a tender 
by the Britisno India Steam Navigation Company for its perform- 
ance. The service will be inaugurated on the 5th of next month, 
in connection with the arrival at Aden of London mails on the 
22nd of November. By selecting the port of Aden for the start- 
ing point, India, as well as England, will be brought into direct 
communication with the East Coast of Africa, and it is confidently 
expected that the service will not only develop trade, but tend 
to diminish slavery by conveying information of the movements 
of vessels employed in that traffic, while it will also provide 
means of communication between Sir Bartle Frere’s Mission and 
the authorities. It is proposed to connect this service at Zan- 
zibar with one from Natal, and thus bring the entire ontline of 
the African coast under the influence of regular postal commu- 
nication. 

The following is the directors’ report of the China Submarine 
Telegraph Company, to be presented at the meeting of the share- 


holders on the 13th inst. :-— 

The directors submit the accounts, showing the result of the working 
of the Company during the first vear of its operations, ending 30th 
June, 1872. Since the last ordinary meeting, on Nov. 14, 187), the 
Company’s cables have continued in good working order, und have not 
suffered a day’s interruption. The directora have thought it advisable 
to raise the rate of messages between China and Londor to £6, which 
they consider to be a fair charge in reference to the length of line 
traversed and the capital expended. This alteration came into effect on 
the 15th October, and will, it is hoped, increase the revenue. The 
completion of the Australian line will also add to the reccipts of this 
Company. 

The gross revenue has amounted to £69,109 In. 6d., and the expenses 
to £16,328 19s. 6d., showing a balance of £52,780 28., which, after the 
deduction of income-tax und interest on debentures, lcavcs a nett profit 
of £50,943 5s, 10d. The dircctors have already paid three interim 
dividends, equivalent to 6 per cent. per annum, and they now declare 
a dividend of 2 per cent., making a total of 8 per cent. for the year; 
carrying forward £8,943 5s. 10d. to reserve. The directors regret to 
announce the death of Mr. James Henry Crawford. They do not for 
the present propose to fill the vacancy in the direction thus occasioned. 
In accordance with Article 78 of the Articles of Association, the Baron 
Emile D’Erlanger retires from the direction by rotation, but being 
eligible offers himself for re-election. The auditors are also elected 
annually agreeably to the Articles of Association. The present auditors 
are Messrs. W. W. Deloitte and Robert Strong, who offer themselves 
for re-election. 

The Hong Kong and China Gas Company have announced an 
interim dividend for the six months ended the 30th of June at 
the rate of 10 per cent. per annum. 

The traffic receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the 


month of October amounted to £31,407 9s. 2d., against £27,25) 
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2s. Gd. in the corresponding period of 1871. The traffic returns 
onfthe European lines of the Great Northern Telegraph Company 
for the month of October amounted to 130,058f., against 106,957f. 
at the corresponding period of 1871, and on the China and Japan 
lines to 90,690f., against 60,222f. 


Messrs, Bowles Bros. and Co., of 449, Strand, American bankers, 
have suspended, and issued the following circular. The firm 
had some transactions with Japan. The liabilities are said to be 
£100,000 :— 

We regret to be obliged to inform you that, owing to the non- 
receipt of remittances from New York, we have been compelled te 
suspend payment. We have requested Mr. William Freer Scholfield, 
who has been suggested by some of our largest creditors in London, 
to act as inspector of our affairs here, until some arrangement shall 
be made, and we shall do nothing except with his approval. 


Our firm has ample resources in the United States, and wo bave 
every reason to believe that we shall very shortly be in a position to 
resume payment. We remain, &c., Bow es Bros, anv Co. 


It is understood that an appeal has been lodged against the 
decision of the Tribunal of Commerce of the Seine in the action 
recently brought against the Suez Canal Company by the Mes- 
sageries Maritimes, respecting the increased dues for passing 
through the canal, and that the Canal Company’s transit agents, 
Messrs. Mosses and Mitchell, are receiving’ the canal dues, as here- 
tofore, on the gross instead of on the net tonnage, as fixed by the 
regulation which came into force on the Ist of July last. It is 
stated that the British Consul at Port Said has been instructed to 
protest generally, on the part of British ships using the Canal, 
against the payment of the increased dues. The fall in the 
shares of the Company occasioned by the decision in the action 
brought by the Messageries Maritimes has not been recovered. 
The present quotation is 355f. 


A rule has been granted for a new trial in the case of Cator v. 
the Great Western Insurance Company of New York, an action 
tried last term on a policy of insurance on 70,000 Ib. weight of 
tea in 1,711 packages sent by the ship Luridice from New York 
to London, and in which the jury returned a verdict for the de- 
ferdants. 





The shares of the Comptoir d’Escompte of Paris are quoted at 
620f., and those of the Messageries Maritimes at 530f. 


Since the lst inst. the Liverpool Cotton Market has shown 
signs of weakness, which has induced buyers in the Manchester 
Goods Market to’hold aloof, and the business transacted has been 
limited. Owing to the existing engagements of producers there 
has been no pressure to sell, and although the tone at the close is 
very quict, there is no material change in prices. 


The Dutch ship Sophia Konder Nederlund has’ arrived from 
Bangkok, after a passage of seven months, with a cargo of sugar 
in concrete. The Geo. Schotton follows with’a similar cargo on 
behalf of the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company of Hong Kong. 
These cargoes are consigned to Messrs. Bremner and Laycock, tho 
London agents. 


Tenders for £650,000 in bills on India were received on the 6th 
inst. at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were : 
—To Calcutta, £565,300 ; to Bombay, £75,000; and to Madras, 
£9,700. The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10 d. 
on all Presidencies ; and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 
1s. 103d. will receive about 44 per cent., above that price in full, 
and on Bombay at Is. 103d. in full. These results indicate no 
alteration in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 


Bar silver is again slightly lower, and may be quoted 593d. per 
oz. standard. The amounts to hand have been but small, and 
they have been purchased principally for transmission to Holland. 
The large amount of Mexican Dollars on the market have nearly 
all been sold at 614d. per oz. for the old and 583d. per oz. fo the 
New Coinage, the former showing a reduction in price of 4d. per 
oz., the latter of 1d. 


The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer, 
Pekin, which left Southampton on Thursday, was, in gold—to Galle 
£115; to Bombay, £1,225; to Madras, £5,000; to Batavia, : 
£2,000. In silver—to Alexandria, £150; to Penang, £25,000 ; | 
to Singapore, £133,200 ; to Hong Kong, £100,728; to Shanghai, | 
£8,895. Total in gold, £8,340 ; in silver, £267,973. 
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THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the past month show the de- 
clared value of our exportations to have been £22.657,736, being 
an increase of £2,309.863, or 11 per cent. on the corresponding 
month of last year,and of 29 per cent. on that of 1870—a difference, 
however, which probably fails to represent adequately the rise in 
prices that has occurred during the interval. The value of the 
exportations of coal, for instance, was £1,301,409, being more 
than double that of the exports of October, 1871, while in the 
total quantity shipped there was an actual decrease of 8 per cent. 
In the exports also of steel and iron there has been an increase of 
34 per cent. in value and a diminution of 10 per cent. in quantity. 
On the other hand, cotton yarn shows an increase of 16 per cente 
in value and 20 per cent. in quantity, and cotton manufactures 
an increase of 6 percent.in value and 8 per cent. in quantity. 
An increase is also shown of 5 per cent. in earthenware, 2 per cent. 
in haberdashery, 10 per cent. in hardware, and 72 per cent. in 
machinery, while there has been a decrease of 12 per cent. in linen 
manufactures, 19 per cent. in silk manufactures, 5 per cent. in 
woollen manufactures, and 15 per cent. in miscellaneous articles. 

The duty paid entries of Tea during the month were half a 
million Ibs. larger than in the corresponding month last year, 
raising the total four million lbs. above that of 1871; the exports 
were less, but the total is still nearly one million lbs. less. The 
imports in the month amounted to nearly eighteen million lbs., 
against thirteen million lbs., of which Indian comprised 2,124,880 
Ibs. and 1,439,440 lbs. respectively in 1872 and 1871; and the 
total for the first ten months shows a total increase of 9,700,000 
Ibs., and the stock at the end of October showed an enlarged sur- 
plus of eight million lbs, The imports during the ten months 
ended the 31st Oct. present the following totals :—

Ss1PBulLpING on THE CLrpE.—The shipbuilding trade on the Clyde 
has been kept busy during the past month by the work at present on 
hand. The result of the month’s work, as sent from the yards, has 
reached the large total of 22,250 tons, an amount of tonnage launched 
in one month exceeded only twice within the last six years—viz., in 
May of this year, and in October 1868. The work on hand, however, 
is not being kept up by new orders to anything like the output. Not- 
withstanding the slight reduction in the price of iron, and also of coal, 
shipowners are still cautious in closing contracts for new vessels, fear- 
ing a reaction in the demand for freights; and only a few contracts 
were fixed during last month.
